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THE percentage of desertions to the legal strength 
of our army has been reduced from 15 in 1884, and 
11.7 in 1885 to 8.3 in 1886. The proportion in the 
English Army, on the contrary, shows a tendency to 
increase, being 13 per cent. in 1885 against 12 per 
cent. in 1884, and 11 per cent. in 1883. 








AMERICAN steel manufacturers have been notified 
that the time (Dec. 10, 1886) fixed for receiving 
proposals for steel gun forgings and armor plates 
for the vessels of war, has been extended until 12 
o’clock noon March 15, 1887. This action was made 
necessary by the delay in getting out the specifica- 
tions for the armor plates. Manufacturers are still 
waiting for this information. 








WE note in a recent Court-—martial order in the 
Department of the Platte that a private soldier was 
tried for disobedience of orders, in that being or- 
dered by the judge-advocate of a garrison Court 
mattial to report at the Court-martial room for 
trial he failed to do su, but walked off the post and 
thereby ‘‘ rendered a meeting of the garrison court 
impossible.” In the absence of further information 
this strikes us as rathera free and easy way of doing 
business. We had always fancied that privates to 
be tried by Court-martial were held confined in the 
guardhouse, and sent under proper guard before the 
court when duly assembled. 








VENEZUELA is said to be quietly purchasing arms 
and ammunition, especially Hotchkiss cannon, in 
anticipation of a war with Colombia, and later with 
Ecuador. These three States were formed into a 
single Republic by the immortal Bo.tvar, but sep- 
arated after his death; and GuzMAN BLANCO, actual 
President of the first, is apparently contemplating 
their forcible reunion. Since the splendid marriages 
of his daughters, Venezuela no longer furnishes 
sufficient scope for the statecraft of Zl Ilustre 
Americano, and in a recent after-dinner speech in 
Paris, he boldly alluded to his projected control of 
the Interoceanic Canal under French auspices. 








ADJUTANT GENERAL DRuM's suggests that a law 
be passed making discharges from the Army, prior 
to expiration of term of service, and'by way of favor 
conditional on reimbursement to the Government of 
certain expenses. In other words he recommends 
the discharge by purchase system, and there can be 
no doubt that the recommendation is a*’sound one. 
The discharges by way of favor, as now allowed, 
are injurious to the Service, and often place 
the War Department in an embarrassing position. 
A soldier wishes to leave the Service. He gets his 
friends in civil life to induce Senators, Oongress- 
mcn aid other influential porsons to ask the Secre- 
tary of War to order the discharge. Thess gentle. 
me. seldom refuse, and it is safe to say that six 
times out of ten at least their intercessions with the 
Secretary prevail. But let it be a matter of cost, 
then before the machinery can be put in motion the 
money must be forthcoming. If the friends of the 
soldier cannot produce it, it is safe to assume the 
middlemen won't. The passage of such a law as that 
Suggested by General DruM would undoubtedly re- 
duce to a minimum the requests for discharge, now 
soMumerous and generally ingenious. 





Proposats for the construction of the three new 
cruisers and two gunboats, advertised for in August 
last, will be opened in the office of the Secretary of 
the Navy on Wednesday next. Indications point to 
a fair number of bidders. Full sets of drawings 
of all the vessels have been furnished to about a 
dozen firms, and plans of one or more of the vessels 
to as many more. Specifications and general plans 
have gone out to all the leading shipbuilding and 
iron and steel firms in the country, though bids are 
only expected from those who received the detailed 
drawings. Detailed plans of the engines and ma- 
chinery. of all the vessels have been furnished 
Cramp and Son, Harlan and Hollingsworth, George 
W. Quintard, Thos. F. Rowland; Union Iron Work, 
San Fraucisco; W. H. Ramsey, of Baltimore, and 
plans of the gunboats to Reeder and Son, of Balti- 
more; Atlantic [ron Works, Boston ; Neafie and 
Levy, of Philadelphia, and the Globe Iron Works, 
of Cleveland. The only leading shipbuilding firm 
which has not applied for drawings is that of 
John Roach and Son. No bid is, therefore, ex- 
pected from this source, much to the relief of the 
other shipbuilders, who now consider that a danger- 
ous competitor is out of the way, and will probably 
advance their prices accordingly. The general opin- 
ion is that the Department will find the bids to run 
pretty high when opened. The discretion, how- 
ever, is left the Secretary of building the vessels in 
the Navy-yard in the event of the proposals being 
unsatisfactory. 








GENERAL A, McD. McCook, U. 8S. A., has recently 
issued a stringent order designed to put a stop to 
the traffic in uniform clothing between enlisted men 
of the infantry and cavalry school and civilians. 
He directs that in future no issue of clothing will 
be made or witnessed by an officer of this command 
until the same shall first have been marked as re- 
quired by this order. All necessary exchanges to 
secure proper size, etc., will therefore be made 
before the articles are marked. Enlisted men will 
not be permitted to purchase clothing from each 
other except in cases of discharge from the Service, 
when they may purchsse of such discharged men, 
by first asking permission of the company com 
mander and having the clothing so purchased or 
acquired marked with the letter ‘‘C,” when they 
will not be further held responsible. Thereafter no 
enlisted man will be permitted to mark bis own 
clothing or change the markings when properly 
made by the company clerk or other persons to be 
designated by the company commander for this 
duty. When clotbing is worn out and no longer fit 
for use, it must first be presented at stated inspec 
tions, be marked ‘‘C,” and such fact entered upon 
the check-roll before a new article shall be issued in 
its place. The check-roll will be renewed as often 
as necessary to keep a complete current account of 
clothing issued to each man. This order might 
well, we think, be adopted as a general regulation, 
for it haa often struck us that the system under 
which clothing is issued at present is somewhat lax 
and the opportunities to draw clothing and after- 
wards dispose of it for a little ready cash are too 
numerous. General McCoox’s plan is a good one, 
and with a thorough kit inspection once a week 
might soon put a stop to the evil in question. 








Engineering, of October 22, in an article of con- 
siderable length on ‘‘ Armor,” urges the expediency 
of a thorough trial of the Creuzot (SCHNEIDER) 
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solid steel plates by the British Government, and 
makes the strange statement—for a generally well- 
informed journal—that the orders for this armor 
‘*in France equal those of all the compound manu- 
facturers together.” So far from this being the 
fact, we have direct and positive evidence that the 
French War Office has not for months given an 
order for Creuzot plate, and has countermanded 
orders already obtained by ScoNEIDER. A thoroughly 
reliable correspondent writes within the past fort~ 
night as follows: ‘‘One fact which I should bring 
to your knowledge is that I know for truth that in 
the manufacture of the Terrible’s armor, composed 
of 90 plates, Creuzot have had 18 plates broken in 
pieces in tempering at the works and in the port at 
the time of being put in place on the ship. These 
accidents show the great difficulty and the slight 
security of this mode of manufacturing armor- 
plates. I have now in my possession several photo- 
graphs of the test plates selected to represent the 
armor of this very ship, Terrible, and they in all 
cass show the slight defensive power of the all steel 
system, as, at the third shot in nearly all cases they 
fall from the backing and leave the target unpro- 
tected, and in the one where the plate still adheres 
to the target, it is by the number of bolts used, the 
plate itself being broken into several pieces. Jt is 
no wonder then that the French Government have 
transferred their orders from Creuzot to manu- 
Jacturers of compound, steel-faced armor.” The 
facts above stated are worthy of serious considera- 
tion by those of our domestic producers who con- 
template sending in test plates. 








WE quoted in our issue.of November 13 the 
Second Auditor as alleging in his Annual Report of 
this year in regard to offers’ claims for rations 
illegally withheld that ‘‘ prosecution of these claims 
is a striking illustration of the necessity of the 
Statute of Limitation.” If, as the Supreme Court 
has decided, the law has been violated by ‘ rulings’’ 
of accounting officers, and from 2,200 officers have 
been withheld what was due to them to the value of 
one and a half million dollars it would be more just 
to draw from this shameful tale of wrong, and of 
loss inflicted upon those whom the officers of the 
Treasury hold in their power, that it were better to 
appoint to such responsible positions men of broad 
intelligence and of true impartiality; men who 
would seek truth and justice and not be betrayed 
into false and forced constructions of law by anxiety 
to appear careful of the interests of the Treasury, 
which hires them, rather than to be just to others 
also hired as servants of the people. Why should a 
line of successive Auditors for many years make and 
maintain an illegal construction of law, one which 
is ruled false the first time it comes intocourt ¢ The 
laws have not been changed by the Supreme Court, 
they have only been interpreted and their true and 
evident meaning proclaimed. But it appears to be 
inevitable that many men put into office become 
blinded by the vanity of office and haste to make 
decisions without sufficient consideration, perhaps 
without sufficient knowledge. If they have not the 
knowledge and skill, they should resign, or, at 
least, seek counsel of those who have. In this case 
they have rejected all counsel, and with a pertinacity 
which looks personal and vindictive have driven the 
suitors for justice through every costly court till 
none remain to hear their appeals against the plain 
right and now they work in an ex post facto Statute 
to support a falsegdecision. |

RECENT DEATHS. 

WE publish this week a General Order announcing 
to the Army the death of ex-President Arthur. Of 
him’the New York Sun wellsays: ‘Chester Alan 
Artbur, 2ist President of the United States, died at 
his housein Lexingtoa avenue, at 50’clock Thurs- 
day morning, at the age of fifty-six years, one 
month, and thirteen days. This sad eveut was not 
upvexpected, but the public loss is none the less de- 
plorable. He was a man of patriotic motives, of high 
and steady practical wisdom, always faithful to his 
own convictions of right, warm, gentle and true in 
every relation of life, cordial to his friends, mag- 
nanimous to his foes, scrupulous in obeying his ob- 
ligations, faithtul as a,citizen, dignified, just, and 
conservative as a statesman. He was born for public 
affairs and for politics, and though he was only elec- 
ted Vice-President, and rose to the higher office on 
the death of President Garfield, it is not too much 
to say that he was one of the most successful and 
meritorious in our whole list of Presidents. He was 
a Republican and a partisan, and with his political 
ideus he could not be anything else, yet he always 
bore himself toward the opposing party with courtesy 
and respect, as toward those seeking by different 
means the same end of good gov ernment; and thus 
he had friends everywhere. Above all, Arthur was 
an American, strong, broad, catholic and generous, 
and every generous heart can join in the admiration, 
affection and sorrow that will surround his grave.” 
Not long after his establishment in the legal profes- 
sion Geo. Arthur married Miss Herndon, daughter 
of Comdr. Herndon, U. 8. N., who was lost at sea 
with his ves-el, the Central America. They had two 
children, a son and a daughter, both of whom are 
living. Mrs. Arthur was a devoted wife, and a 
woman of many acvomplishmeuts. She died in 1880. 
Gen. Arthur's immediate family, besides his sons and 
daughter, consists of one brother, Maj. Wm. Arthur, 
U. S. A., who is stationed at San Antonio, Tex., and 
five sisters, Mrs. Mary McElroy, wife of John E. Mc- 


‘Elroy, of Albany; Mrs. Maloma Ha¥nsworth, wife of

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The reasons for the wonderful success attending 
the publication of the “* Century [lustrated Monthly Maga- 
zine ” are made sufficiently apparent by an examination of 
the bound half yearly volume, which includes the numbers 
from Muy to October of 1886. The table of contents shows 
how largely literary talent is centring in the class of publi- 
caticns among which the “Century” holds the first place; 
not in circulation merely, but in the excellence of its con- 
tents, literary and artistic. It gives throughout evidence of 
thoruugh and conscientious work. A kin ired publication, 
“St. Nicholas,” issued by the same house, The Century Co., 
New York, is intended for young people, but is quite as inter- 
ooring. to their elders in much of its contents. The serial, 
* Little Lord Fauntleroy,” by Frances Hodgson Bur- 
nett, which runs through the two bound volumes 
for the current ear, is, for example, one of 
those stories which interest young and old alike. The 
other contents of the two volumes furnish a fitting setting 
for this rare gem. The only trouble we find with our modern 
periodicals is that they furnish so much enticing reading 
that we read too mich, especially the children. Impressions 
succeed each other so rapidly as to efface one another, and 
fail to leave the decided mark upon character, which our 
fathers and mothers derived from the thorough reading of a 
few gvod books. 


“The Full Stature of a Man,” astory by Julian 
Warth, is the first volume of “ Round the World Séries,” 
ublished by D. Lothrop and Co., Boston. The scene is laid 
n New York and its vicinity and the characters are few in 
number but well drawn and lifelike. There are two heroes 
with a single heroine, but the author makes the best of the 
situation and successfully accomplishes the difficult feat of 
transforming a superfiuous lover into a much needed friend. 
He has shown excellent judgment, however, in selecting as 
the victim of his skilla manand not a woman. The prin- 
cipal character is the clergyman of “an obscure sect.” who 
on one occasion creates censternation in an Episcopal Church 
by a sermon hardly calculated to produce the effect des- 
cribed. The freedom of expression in our modern pulpits 
goes far beyond what this author seems to imagine, and a 
congregation in the City of New York, where this scene is 
laid, would bardly be shocked to the extent imagined by 
such a sermon as is here reported. The story is wel! written 
aud interesting and has an earnest purpose which is as far 
removed as possible from the flippant spirit of modern sen- 
sational literature. 


“Outing” is one of the latest comers among illus- 
trated monthlies, but it does not suffer by comparison with its 
elders. It bas a special field to itself, and this it fills admira- 
bly: Its editor, Mr. Poultney Bigelow, belongs to a family 
which furnishes talent nearly sufficient in itself to provide a 
monthly feast for the ers of ** Outing.” Among the 
articles in Volume VIII., just issued in bound form, area 
series of seven by the brother of the editor, Lieut. John 
Bigelow, Jr., U.S.A. The subject is “ After Geronimo.” 
Another interesting series is the * Last Voyage of the Sur- 

rise,”’ by the editor himself, and a third, “* Ranch Life and 
me Shooting in the West,” by Theodore Roosevelt, who is 
an excellent sportsman,in spite of the fact that he shot a 
little wild in trying to bring down Mr. Hewitt and Mr. 
George at the same time in the triangular contest for Mayor 
of New York, just closed. The most unique series in the 
volume, take it altogether, is Thomas Stevens’s “ Around 
the World in a Bicycle.” 

“Humorous Masterpieces from American Litera- 
ture ” is a series of Sase postees volumes, edited by Edward 
T. Mason, and published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons. They 
contain characteristic extracts from Washington Irving, 
Hawthorne, Lowell, Holmes, and their compeers, as well as 
from the works of our later humorous writers, such as 
Artemas Ward, Josh Billings, Joel Harris, and others whose 
names paey suggest themselves. «We have no literature 
more distinctively national than that which is here repre- 
sented, and it is a question whether it will survive under 
the more artificial conditions which result from our growth 
in population. At all events, it is an excellent idea to 
present in one view thec ics of our national school 
of humorous writing. 





“The Casting Away of Mrs. Lecks and Mrs. Ale- 
shine,” which appeared serially in the “ — and is 
now issued in book form, is one of Mr. Frank R. Stockton's 
unique and amusing stories.

EXECUTIVE MANSION 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 18, 1886. { 
To the People of the United States: 

It is my painful duty to announce the death of Chester 
Alan Arthur, lately the President ot the United States, 
which occurred after an illness of long duration at an early 
hour this morning, at his residence in the city of New York. 

Mr. Arthur was called to the chair of Chief Magistracy of 
the Nution by a tragedy which cast its shadow over the en- 
tire Government. 

His assumption of the grave duties was marked by an evi- 
dent and conscientious sense of his responsibilities and an 
earnest desire to meet them in a patriotic and benevolent 


spirit. 

PWith dignity and ability he sustained the important duties 
of his station, and the reputation of his personal worth, con- 
spicuous ciousness, and patriotic fidelity will long be 
cherished by his fellow-ccnotrymen. 

In token of respect to the memory of the deceased itis 
ordered that the Executive Mansion and the several depart- 
mental buildings be draped in mourning fora period of 
thirty days, and that on the day of the funeral all public 
business in the departments be suspended. 

The Secretaries of War and of the Navy will cause orders 
to be issued for appropriate military and naval honors to 
be rendered on that day. 

Done at the city of Washington, this eighteenth 
day of November, in the year of our Lord one thou- 
[SEAL.] sand eight hundred and eight-six, and of the Inde- 
ndence of the United States of America the one 
undred and eleventb.

GIVE US THE FACTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In the interest of fair play and of exact knowledge 
of facts 1t seems proper to ask, * in a spirit of love,” 
who was responsible for the statements respecting 
Gen. Miles’s Apache campaign which crowded the 

apers afew weeks since, being distributed from 

ushington as a centre. The quotations were, in 
brief, these two: (1) That Gen. Miles had disobeyed 
orders 1n giving terms that embarrassed the Govern- 
ment 1n its dealing with the captive Indians, and (2) 
that Gen. Miles’s predecessor was able, before he 
was relieved, to effect the same result that Miles has, 
but was not allowed by the Government to do so. 

Miles’s report, published in the JouRNAL of Nov. 6, 
shows that quotation first contains two falsehoods; 
the Lieutenant-Geveral carefully and in terms ab- 
stained from giving * specific instructions,” so as not 
to * embarrass"’ the Vepartment Commander, Gen. 
Miles, and as to the alleged * terms,” they consisted 
of this: the promise that the Indians should not be 
killed by the troops. On these terms only Geronimo 
placed himself and his following entirely at the 
mercy of his conqueror. It is difficult to see what 
the mighty pen wielders. would have unless they 
wish brave soldiers to become cowardly murderers 
and kill unresisting prisouers; also their women 
and children. It is safe to say that the holder of 
such an opinion could not be long the bolder of a 
commissicu in our Army, and while he did hold the 
commission would never be able to so lead troups as 
to bave any captives of his own to practice his 
tenets upon. ‘The leader whom soldiers follow 
through hardships and to wounds and death ~~ 
not have all of the virtues, but he is never a coward. 

As to the second quotation, that Miles’s prede- 
cessor could have done and was on the point of 
domg ‘equally well, while it is not a matter in which 
the general public can well have great interest. still, 
as the assertion bas been made over and over, and 
with the manifest purpose of belittling Miles’s ser- 
vices and withering his newest laurels, it is well to 
bear in mind that that predecessor, just prior to 
being relieved, was, it is true, not giving terms, be- 
cause he was considering terms offered by Geronimo, 
and that these were the terms: (1) That they (the 
Indians) should go East for not exceeding two years ; 
then to return to the reservation. (2) That they 
should go at orce to their reservation on the old 
status. (3) That they should continue the war. The 
first proposition was accepted. What relation, ex- 
cept of contrast, there is between an officer con- 
sidering such propositions, when they were inde- 
pendently and fiercely presented by an enemy who 
was the master of the situation and armed to the 
teeth for war—tLe officer himseif being practically 
without troops—and an officer surrounded by his 
own victorious command suying to an utterly worn 
out and beaten enemy, “1 will spare your life,’’ it is 
hard to see. 

And, again, let it be asked who was responsible 
for the false and injurious statements, and what was 
his motive in sending them forth?

not strictly complied with, thus causing unnecessary velay 
and loss either to the Government or to the organizatiors 
to which the detachments are temporarily attached for the 
purpose of drawing rations, the attention of all concerned 
is specially invited to the matter. 

Blank torms of the certificates are now distributed to 

ost, and the certificate (Form No. 6744, Subsistence Regu- 

tions), properly filled out, should be furnished in every 
case of a company or smaller detachment detached from a 
post or command. If such certificate is not presented, as 
required by Par. 2167 of the Regulations, to the commissary 
from whom the company or detachment next draws ra- 
tions, he will at once report the fact to his post commander, 
who will require from the commander of the detachment a 
report, in writing, stating why it is not furoisheu and the 
name and station of the acting commissary of subsistence 
trom whom ratioas were last drawn. Tuis report wil] be 
forwarded by the post commander, at once, to the Adjutant 
General of the Army.—(Decisiun Lieut.

REPORT OF THE ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


THE statistics contained mm the report of Adjt.-Gen. 
Drum will be found in the report of the Lieutenant 
General, which appearselsewhere. Gen. Drum says 
- in his report to General Sheridan: 


While the crime of desertion can never, perhaps, be abso- 
hutely eliminated, I am convinced that the adoption of a 
carefully considered code of punishment for all military 
offences, the establishment at posts of a light prison for the 
confinement of minor offences, etc., would greatly tend to 
stil] further lessen the number of desertions. An examination 
of the official reports made this year on the subject of Arm 
sthools further strengthens my opinion that the present vol- 
untary school system in the Army isa failure,and from in- 
herent radical defects will remain so. Those of the men who 
are the most ignorant, and therefore in the greatest need of 
instruction, are te most averse to attend schoul. The at- 
tendance of this class of men should be made compulsory. 
There is no question that military schools properly organ- 
ized and efficiently taught would prove of very benefit 
to the rank and file of the Army, but among the necessary 
requisites for successful results instruction must be made a 
military duty, and the hours of attendance should be during 
the dav. The course of studies should be carefully pre- 

red, and embrace such subjects of general and speciul na- 
fore as would be of positive and practical advantage to sol- 
diers. Teachers should have recognized rank and position, 
and their selection carefully made after an examination, 
which would develop not only the knowledge they possess, 
but also their special capecity and aptitude for imparting it 
—a much rarer qualification than is generally sup 5 

The total number of enlistments and re-enlistments 10 the 
Army (exclusive of the Signal Corps) for the year ending 
June 30, 1886. was 6.941. Of the 5.327 accepted recruits, 3,306 
were native born and 2,021 of foreign birth ; 4,847 were white 
and 480 colored. 18,094 applicants for enlistment were re- 

ted ny recruiting officers on account of physical or men- 
tal disqualifications, indicating that the public interests were 
carefully guarded by the officers charged with the respon- 
sible duty of recruiting. This care and vigilance on their 
part is emphasized by the fact that while 29 per cent. of the 
total number of applicants for enlistment was accepted in 
1884, the percentage of acceptances was reduced the tollow- 
ing year to 27.7. and during the past vear did not quite reach 
23 per cent. All newly-enlisted recruits of the general and 
mounted services have been retained at least three months 
. at the general depots for instruction before assignment to 
regiments, and it is believed this has been an important fac- 
tor in reducing the number of desertions during the past 
two years. 

In his report to the Secretary of War, Gen. Drum 
says: 

The reports submitted herewith, of the several officers de- 
signated by the War De ment to inspect the encamp- 
ments of State troops are highly interesting and worthy of 
careful consideration. [We commence the publication of 
these reports this week with that of General Jackson on the 
New York Encampment.] While just but kind criticism 
points out many defects (none that cannot be remedied by 
men exhibiting the military zeal and pride that animate the 
State militia), the reports unmistakably evidence a slowly 
maturing temper and character destined to still more closely 
unite the Regular Army avd the militia, the twin parts of 
the defensive power of the Government. A careful perusal 
of oon reports leads me to make the following general re- 
marks: 

State encampments, to be of absolute benefit, should at 
least be of ten days’ duration, and, while established at con- 
venient points looking to economy in the concentration of 
the troops, should be at u sufficient distance from the homes 
of the members of the command in order to overcome busi- 
ness and social influences, which seriously affect efforts at 
parting instruction and holdiag the men in hand for drills. 
target practice, guard duty, etc. Camps should be divested 
of every appearance of holiday character. The programme 
of military exercises should exclude elementary company 
drills, and the time of the encampment devoted to instruc- 
tion and practice in skirmish and battalion drillsand guard 
duty. As most of the fighting in the future must be done 
in open order, a thorough acquaintance with the skirmish 
drill is of the highest importance. 

Officers should be ee pone oe to recite upon the duties of 
guards and sentinels, and instruction in guard duty be given 
to the men in the armories. 

So far as fatigue uniform or dress for field service is con- 
cerned, it would be of advantage for the authorities of each 
State to prescribe a simple, plain, but serviceable fatigue 
uniform for all its troops to which companies might gradu- 
ally conform within « limited time, ay one year. This is 
not intended to interfere with the right of each command 
to wear such full dress uniform as it may have selected for 
wear on reviews, parades, and other occasions of pure cere - 
mony. 

Obsolete arms and ammunition in the hands of State 
troops should be replaced by improved guns of same pat- 
tern as in the hands of the Regular Army, and suitable am- 
munition provided. On this subject I beg to renew the re- 
commendation made in my last report. 

Exhibition drills, while interesting as showing to what de- 
gree ot mechanical precision a body of men can be trained 

0 attain in movements and motions, are an undesirable fea- 
ture of military camps. In wany instances the development 
of extreme smartness in drill involves the neglect of some 
of the most important and solid parts of a soldier's training. 

The report on the target practice at the Maine encamp- 
ment is most creditable to the troo rticipating, and de- 
monstrates what results can be obtained from careful in- 
struction and practical ee in this important exercise. 
The great want is a thoro , Systematic course of instruc- 
tion prescribed from State headquarters and rigidly insisted 
on, and tbe establishment in each State of an examining 
board before whom ignorant and incompetent officers could 
be brought with a view to their elimmation from the mili- 
tary service of the State. Every officer elected should, before 
appointment, be subject to examination by a board of offi- 
cers, of which, if possible, the regimental and bi de com- 
manders and the inspector-general should be members. The 
material composing the militia of the several States is gener- 
ally an ae zeal and intelligence the rule; but the 
pa sd ae wisely directed and the latter systematically 
c vated. ; 
The tables submitted exhibit the apportionment of details 
corrected to Oct. 1, 1886, and a syno) of the data contained 
in the reports of the several officers performing the duties 
of professor of tactics and military science. 

hese reports show a steadily growing interest in military 
instruction, as evidenced by the increa percentage of 
students atterdiug drills, etc ,and the degree of appreciation 
of the value of the system en the part ot the college author- 
ities. The aptitude cf American youths for military exer- 
cises is unaouw , and, when supplemented by the 
frank and full recognitio. on the part of the several facul- 
ties that wilitary training (beyond the enforced physical ex- 
ercise it sixes) is of positive service to the student in the or- 
Ginary avdtations of civil life, will realize all the practical 
adva:.tages resulting from a course of instruction enforcing 
manliness of character and deportment.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE apprentice training squadron, the Jamestown, 
Portsmouth and Saratoga, expect to sail from Hamp- 
ton Roads about Dec. 15 for the winter cruise. 

A set of new boilers for the U. 8. 8S. Swatara 
have been completed at the Navy-vard in Washing- 
ton and shipped to that vessel at Portsmouth, N. H.

_ THE Vallejo Chronicle says: ** The U. 8. S. Ranger 
in going trom San Francisco to Sun Diego made the 
run down in 47!¢ hours. This was good work for the 
Ranger, as it geperally takes her about 70 hours to 
make the same distance. The wind was fair and the 
use of sail increased her speed considerably. The 
vessel made as high as 1144 knots an hour. On the 
way down she indulged in a race with H. M.S. 
Triumph. They both started from the heads at the 
same time, but night coming on the Triumph was 
lost in the darkness. She was then in the lead and 
making further out to sea. The crew of the Ranger 
thought their vessel ahead until they came in sight 
of San Diego, where they saw the Triumph lying at 
anchor. The Ranger got there about 2 o’clock on 
the afternoon of the 2d; the Triumph arrived about 
three hours earlier. The English vessel is one of the 
fastest vessels in that wf and has twin screws. 
Taking this into consideration the Ranger was not 
very badly. 


Long Island Sound this week. All the alterations in 
her machinery, consisting principally ot a change in 
thrust bearings, which were suggested during the 
last tral, have been made, and it is thought now 
that she will be able to make the six hours’ run 
without interruption, as required by contract. The 
sea trial, heretofore spoken of, will not take place 
until the vessel has been regularly placed in com- 
mission and her battery placed aboard.

In the course of the even- 
ing he made bimself the express authority for what 
have hitherto been mere undefined rumors, and as 
such discredited at the embassy here. Shipbuilder 
Ward said: “I find a circular advertised in this 
country by the United States Navy Department 
asking for designs for an armored cruiser and an 
armored line of battle ship. Ths terms of the cir- 
cular show that the United States Government 
wished the designs to come from ‘those in this 
country who. at the country’s expense, have similar 
designs to get out for our own navy.’ The honora- 
rium offered for this betrayal of trust was $15,000, 
with a furtber sum for working drawings. Here is 
a humiliating state of things. First, that a foreign 
government should have cause to know the efficac 
of a bribe upon our government officials; and, 
second, that a friendly government should - not 
scruple to lay such a temptation in the way of weak 
patriots. Of the United States Government we 
might expect better things.’ The press to-day in 
the provinces seem to believe this, and remark on it.

NAVY DEPARTMENT, Nov. 17, 1886, 

The Department having determined to concentrate as far 
as practicable u der the charge of one general storekeeper’ 
ateach yard and station and on board shins the various 
stores and materials and also to transfer to the Paymaster 
General's office the duty of providing throurh contract and 

urchase of such supplies for the Navy and Marine Corps, 

ogether with the custody of all monetary and property ac- 
counts of the Navy Department and its several bureaus and 
the Marine Corps, you are constituted a Board to formulate 
regulations to effect such object. To this end you wi'l con- 
fer with the several bureau chiefs and other officers inter- 
ested, and obtain from them and their officers all informa- 
tion necessary to aii you in arranging the details for the 
harmonious inauguration of the proposed change. You will 
collateraily ascertain what excentions, if any, should be 
made tothe general application of this order, and also fix 
the reduction in clerical torce and office space admissible in 
the respective bureaus by the diminished work therein and 
the probable increase of working force and office room that 
will be necessary in the bureau of the Paymaster General; 
also furnish similar data applicable to civil employees, etc., 
affected by the change at the yards and stations. 

You will confer with the Board, of which Capt. Richard 
W. Meade is President, and prepare the neces*ary orders, to 
go into force upon the Ist of January, 1887, making the 
actual transfers contemplated. In this work make use of 
the inventories prepared by the last-mentioned Board. 

A system of books must be prepared in concert with the 
Paymaster-General, and should be kept by him, and all 
stores and property transferred should carried into said 
books at their oan market value, enabling the Depart- 
ment to establish and maintain a system of accountability 
for its property. 

Forms for the receipt and issue of stores and material at 
yards and stations should be prepared and careful attention 
should be given to the current works of construction, re- 
pair, equipment, etc. These formsshould be such as to in- 
sure the necessary accountability under the proposed sys- 
tem,and yet should not hamper the progress of work by 
over much detail or unnecessary formalities.

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THE APACHE CAMPAIGN. 
AssIsTANT SURGEON LeonaRD Woop, U. S. Army, 
who rendered efficient services in General MILEs’s 
recent campaign against the Apaches, has made an 
official report, which contains many valuable sug- 
gestions. 

Under the head of clothing he says: ‘‘ The uni- 
form is totally unfit for Sonora or along our south- 
ern border, and troops on expeditions where hard 
work is to be done have got to have something 
lighter and “cooler. A cavalry soldier, with 
his heavy clothing and clumsy boots, is unable to 
do more than a portion of the work he can do 
properly dressed.” 

In the first place, he is carrying about twice the 
weight of clothing required. ‘‘1lf instead of the 
heavy woollen clothing, something of the nature of 
stable or fatigue clothing were issued, and with 
this a pair of shoes with light uppers coming up to 
the ankle and having a medium thick Scotch sole 
with a few hob nails around the edge, and in place 
of the heavy overcoat a rubber poncho; they would 
then be in a fair shape for as much work as could 
be expected.” 

Upon the subject of shoes, coucerning which 
General MILes has already spoken in strong terms, 
Doctor Woop says that ‘‘ as an indieation of what 
was preferred to walk in, a number of the men paid 


we had were) and they were the cause of much 
suffering, wearing out usually in six or seven days, 
and in some cases on the second. The stitching 
seems to have been very poorly done, resulting in 
the sole falling off after a short time. The uppers 
appeared to be of good quality. The old brass 
screwed shoe turned out to be a little better, but is 
nothing like it should be. If a soldier were on hard 
duty in a rough country and was forced to wear the 
sewed shoe, I think his pay would be about enough 
to keep him shod. The shge which gave the best 
results was a shoe similar to the Mexican shoe, but 
made of American leather.” 

Coming to one of the most, if not the most, im- 
portant item of the soldier's daily existence, the 
ration, the Doctor says: ‘‘ The ration as commonly 
issued is enough to keep a man alive, but he cannot 
do a great deal of hard work on it in this climate, 
or sustain long continued fatigue, simply because 
he gets very little meat, and, as a rule, poor bread. 
Bacon, half cooked and almost entirely fat, is 
hardly attractive, even to a hungry man, when 
served in a temperature 0£'115 degs., and, although 
it will sustain life, it Wili not keep men in good 
condition.” Doctor Woop then suggests that ‘ if 
corned beef in cans could be issued, also rice, corn- 
meal, and oat-meal, in place of a portion of the 
flour, the men would get a change now and then. 
All the articles mentioned would be of great value 
in the field.” In speaking of the health of the 
troops on the campaign, h¢ says: ‘‘ The principal 
complaints were diarrhoea \and malarial troubles. 
Many men were sent back,\not on account of any 
particular disease, but because they were worn out.” 


honor to the iunate courage ,and devotion to duty 
of our soldiers. He says tersely: ‘‘Those who were 
sick bore their ills without complaint, and expresscd 
regret at being sent back.” Of Assistant Surgeon 
Woop’s services in this connection we note that Cap- 
tain H. W. Lawton, 4th Cavalry, in his report says: 
‘* He was the only officer who was with me through 
the whole campaign. His courage, energy and loyal 
support during the whole time; his encouraging ex- 
ample to the command, when work was the hardest 
and prospects darkest; his thorough confidence and 
beliet in the final success of the expedition, and his 
untiring efforts to make it so, has placed me under 
obligations, so great that I canrot even express 
them.” 

Inasub-report, which accompanies General MILEs’s 
report, Lieutenant C. B. GATEewoop, 6th Cavalry, 
thus describes the surrender of GeRonmo: ‘‘ At sun 
down both parties retired to their respective camps. 
Early next morning GERONIMO with several Indians 
came near LAWTON’s camp where Imet them. They 
laid aside their arms, unsaddled their ponies, shook 
hands (all of which means a great deal in Apache 
customs, in the way of good will) and said: ‘ We 
have talked the matter over and if you will give 
your word that we can meet General MILEs with 
safety, we will go to him and accept his terms. ‘e 
will throw ourselves on his mercy, something we 
have never done before. Our experience leads us to 
be careful as to whom we trust. There are two sides 
to every question; and whoever is the cause of a 
war like this is a man with a bad heart.’ This is the 
substance of what he said as near as it could be in- 
terpreted. My word was given them. GERONIMO 
then expressed a desire to meet the American com- 
mander present and to ask protection from him till 
he and his people could deliver themselves to Gen- 
eral MILEs in person. GERONIMO expressed great 
admiration for Captain LAwTon and said to mel 
want to meet the American commander who has 
followed and fought me so long, and once surprised 
me in my camp. He entered Captain Lawron’s 
camp and was really happy when his request was 
granted. From that time the two parties marched 
together until General MILEs was met to whom the 
hostiles delivered themselves as prisoners of war.” 
An Arizona friend of the JouRNAL, in a letter to 
us concerning Lieutenant GATEWOOOD’s report, says: 
‘+ Particularly beautiful in its simplicity is GaTE- 
woop’s report. It is not generally known of this 
valuable officer that he is a thorough student in 
Apache vernacular and his knowledge of their 
language accomplished much in determining Ge- 
RONIMO and his chiefs to sue for peace. In fact, it

THE NEW SURGEON-GENERAL. 

THE President on Thursday afternoon appointed 
Lieutenant Colonel John Moore, Assistant Medical 
Purveyor, to be Surgeon General, vice Murray re 
tired. The Medical Department has at its head 
an officer in every way qualified to manage its 
affairs. For two weeks it has been known that 
Colonel Moore was the President's choice, but the 
delay in announcing his appointment has been cone 
siderable of a mystery. The fact that Colonel Suth- 
erland appeared on the scene the very day that the 
President's determination to appoint Colonel Moore 
was announced, is thought to have had something 
to do with the delay. Colonel Sutherland, when he 
presented his papers to the President, impressed 
upon him very strongly his claim of seniority. To 
have made the appointment of Colonel Moore the 
same day, as originally intended, the President 
probably thought, would be discourteous to Colonel 
Sutherland, and it was accordingly postponed. 
The claim of senority was urged in_ be- 
half of so many, either on the ground of 
rank or length of service, that it defeated its pur- 
pose. The President in his perplexity doubtless 
considered it expedient to select some one not iden- 
tified with this dispute, and thus avoid a mistake in 
taking some one who might be regarded as not 
clearly entitled to the senior place. Having passed 
the seniors by, the next question was to take some 
one thoroughly qualified for the office, and in select- 
ing Dr. Moore as that person the general verdict 
will be that the President did not make a mistake. 
General Moore was informed by telegraph of his 
appointment and instructed to proceed to Washing- 
ton without delay. Although of course those who 
looked for the position may feel some natural disap- 
pointment, yet we feel confident the Medical De- 
partment of the Army asa whole will receive Dr. 
Moore as their new chief with sincere congratula- 
tion. Apart from his honorable record he is a gen- 
ial and cultured gentleman, and a general favorite 
throughout the Service. We met him often while 
he was on duty as attending surgeon in New York 
a few years ago, so that our opinion of his character 
and attainments is not formed from mere hearsay. 
He was then the model of a man and soldier, standing 
over six fect high, and with a heart of even more 
generous proportions. During the war he served 
with great credit and efficiency in the responsible 
position of Medical Director, receiving the brevet 
of lieutenant colonel for gallant and meritorious 
services during the Atlanta campaign, and of colo- 
nel for faithful and meritorious services during the 
war. 

The following promotions will ensue: Major Jos. 
C. Bai'y, to be assistant medical purveyor, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel; Captain Charles L. Heiz- 
mann, to be surgeon, with the rank of major, and 
Robert R. Ball, of Virginia, is appSinted assistant 
surgeon. General Moore will retire on account 
of age on Aug. 16, 1890, ani will then be 
nearly four years in control of the, Department. 
Duzing his invumbency the following officers will 
retire: Colonel E. I. Baily, Nov. 14, 1888; Colonel 
Glover Perin, Nov. 17, 1887; Colonel Thomas A. 
MecParlin, July 10, 1889; Lieutenant-Colonel D. L. 
Magruder, April 23, 1889; Lieutenant-Colonel A. 
K. Smith, Feb. 9, 1890; Major Edwin Bentley, July 
8, 1888; Major Morse K. Taylor, May 14, 1887. 








REFORMS IN THE NAVY. DEPARTMENT. 

Pay DIRecToR JAMES FULTON was, on Wednesday, 
appointed Paymaster-General and Chief of the 
Bureau of Provisions and Clothing, vice Smith, sus- 
pended. His appointment was a surprise only from 
the fact that the long delay in filling the office had 
caused people to cease talking about the matter; 
that he would at some time or other get the place 
has been predicted by the JoURNAL time and time 
again. His selection was announced at this time 
because the Secretary has finally matured his plans 
for reorganizing this branch of the Service and the 


time had come for having them carried out. The 
appointment is an excellent one. 

An order has been promulgated materially enlarg- 
ing the scope of business in this office. We have 
binted on several occasions that Secretary WHITNEY 
had in mind a consolidation or concentration of the 
work of his Department on his own responsibility, 
and that one of the first steps in that direction would 
be in placing under the jurisdiction of the Bureau 
of Provisions and Clothing the purchasing and dis- 
tribution of all supplies now purchased separately by 
each of the bureaus. This step has been taken and 
the new Paymaster General is expected by the 
Secretary to carry out the scheme. Everything will 
be purchased through the new bureau. A great 
amount of circumlocution and red tape will be done 
away with andthe whole matter greatly simplified. 
Uuder its provisions the stationery board in New 
York, which purchases and forwards stationery to the 
Navy-yards, upon requisitions from Washington, 
will be abolished. At present each bureau has its 
storekeeper and subordinate officials in each Navy 
yard to look after its own particular supplies, 
Hereafter there will be but one supply division in 
each yard for all the bureaus. Where one hundred 
and sixty men are now paid by the Government it 
is estimated that forty will hereafter be sufficient, 
five men for each yard instead of twenty. 

In planning this reform the Secretary has had the 
assistance of Captain MEADE and his board. They 
have not yet completed their report, but the Secre- 
tary has been in consultation with Captain MEADE 
for some days and has learned in a general way 
what it will contain, so that he was sufficiently in- 
formed as to their action, to be justified in starting 
ahead with the new system. A new system of ac- 
counts, in the ‘ne mapped out by the expert a year 
or more ago, will also be a new feature of the 
bureau. Nor is it Mr. WHITNEY's intention to stop 
here. He said a few days ago that he proposed to 
carry out the recommendations, contained in his last 
annual report on the reorganization subject. so far 
as possible under the general law giving him the 
distribution of the work of the Department. The 
fact that he has not yet appointed a chief of Bureau 
of Construction and Repair is taken as an indication 
that he is maturing a scheme for enlarging the 
functions of this office. It is still generally sup- 
posed that Naval Constructor WILSON wil! be ap- 
pointed Chief of the Bureau. 








ConGREss and the Secretary of War have come to 
the relief of the chiefs of bureaus who have felt 
obliged to follow the precedent of inserting in their 
annual reports matter not absolutely essential to a 
proper understanding of the business of the year. 
In a circular dated War Department, Noy. 13, 1886, 
the Secretary of War says: 


Attention is called to the circular of Aug. 12, 1886, a copy 
of which is enclosed. The Secretary of War, in such exami- 
nation as he has been able to give to the reports of chiefs of 
bureaus, finds that their reports, together with the papers 
and appendices annexed thereto, are very voluminous, and 
seem to contain a great deal of matter which does not relate 
exclusively tothe transaction of the public business and is 
not necessary for its proper administration. The Secretary 
is obliged by the law to certify, in his letter transmitting his 
report, that allthe matter included therein and annexed 
thereto is necessary and relates entirely to the transaction of 
the public business. It being impossible for him to examine 
all the pers thus transmitted to him, the Secretary will re- 
quire that each chief of bureau shall certify, respectively, to 
him that all the matter inthe reports they have signed, and 
in the appendices thereto, is necessary and relates entirely to 
the transaction of the public business of the Department. 
He therefore desires that each chief of bureau will re-exam- 
ine his report before giving to him the above certificate. 


The result will be a material reduction of some of 
the annual reports, notably those of the Chiefs of 
Ordnance and Engineers. The law referred to by 
the Secretary was contained in the last Sundry Civil 
bill, and the attention of the Secretary has only re- 
cently been called to it. 








LIEUTENANT E. A. GARLINGTON, 7th Cavalry, who 
was recently ordered to Washington preparatory to 
receiving orders for duty as Attache to the U. S. 
Legation at Bogota, Colombia, has, at his own re- 
quest, been excused from that duty, and will remain 
at his present station. As General Maury, the 
Consul General to Bogota, is very anxious to have 
an officer associated with him there, it is possible 
that some other one will be chosen in the place of 
Lieutenant GaRLINGTON. It is hardly prebable, 
however, that any other details ef this character 
will be made for the present, 1s there is some un- 
certainty as to whether the accounting officer will 





approve the mileage and other accounts of officers 
while on such duty. Favorable action on the 
measures now pending before the two Houses o 

Congress covering this point regarded as among the 
possibilities, and pending action there the Derzart 

ment is inclined to allow the matter to drop. 








THE presence of Colonel Gras, the superintendent 
of the French small-arm maeanufactories, in this 
country has created considerable interest among 
the purchasers of gun machinery and war material 
Of his visit, La France Militaire, of the 1st inst., 
says: “ln order to hasten the reorganization of our 
infantry armament, General Boulanger some time 
sinve sent to the United States Colonel Gras, in- 
spector general of armcries, to purchase on accoun 
of Government a certain number of machines for 
boring barrels of small calibre, only to be procured 
in America because the owners of the patents bave 
thus far prohibited their use on this side of the 
water. As soon as the new machines sball be set up 
at Saint Etienne, Tulle and Uhbatellerault, the shop, 
will be able to deliver to the infantry three 
hundred stand of rifles per day. Colonel Gras 
will naturally aveil himself of his sojourn in 
America to visit the manufactories of war ma- 
terial, but he hus uo official commiss‘on.” Colonel 
Gras: has visited New Haven, Bridgeport, Hart- 
ford and other Eastern cities. Tue statements 
of large orders placed by him, which have emanated 
from the press of tte last-named place, are simply 
speculative, whatever contracts that may have been 
made being in small figures and not in the name of 
the French Government. On Wednesday he visited 
[lion, the seat of the Remington Armory, for the 
purpose of acquainting himself with the extraordin- 
ary plant and processes which render that establish- 
ment the only one iv the world capable of turniog 
out five hundred repeating rifles (the Lee magazine 
rifle) per day. It is not improbable that Colonel 
Gras’s insj ection of our industrial resources of an 
military character may bring about business resulta, 
We understand that be will, during his stay, witness 
atrial of the Pneumatic Dynamite cannon and of 
the several mobile-torpedoes. Itis noteworthy that 
a very clever draftsman is a member of his suite, 
and that his sketching ability is frequently called 
into use. 








THE new regulation on the subject of leaves of 
absence to Army officers, which goes into effect on 
the Ist of January next, is intended to give officers 
the full benefit of the cumulative leave. Although 
the law of 1876 authorizes thirty days’ leaye in each 
year, which can be accumulated for four years, the 
intention of the law was not strictly carried out 
under former regulations. An officer, for imstanve, 
who took one month’s leave in four years, would at 
the beginning of the next year stand in the same 
position as an officer who had taken the full limit 
allowed Lim in the same time, as that month’s leave 
was credited to the last year of the four. Under the 
new order such a leave will belong to the first year 
of the four considered, and an officer will be allowed 
to enter upon a new series from the year in which 
he took ls portion of cumulative leave. The text 
of the order was published last week. 








Tue Ordnance Department of the Navy will fol- 
low the Army Ordnance officersin extending the 
hooping of the 8-inch steel guns to the muzzie. The 
two guns of the Atlanta wereat the Proving ground 
before this conclusion was reached, and it was 
thought best to test them as they stood, in spite of 
the experience with partially hooped English bigh 
power guns. Notwithstanding, however, thut very 
satisfactory results were obtained, the tests demon- 
strated the necessity of additional hooping to make 
the guns entirely safe, and the Department now 
proposes to return these guns tothe Navy-yard at 
the first opportunity and hoop them to the muzzle 
as they have done with the Boston's guns. The lat- 
ter’s guns are now nearly ready for trial. If the 
Atlanta is ready for sea before her guns are entirely 
finished, the guns of the Boston will be substituted 
for those originally intended for her, and the latter 
when rehooped will be placed on the Boston. 








THE plans and specifications for the completion of 
the double-turreted monitors have been comp!'eted 
by the board at the New York Navy-yard, of which 
Chief Constructor Pook is president, aud sent to 
Washington for the approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy. Advertisements inviting proposals for rheir 
completion will shortly be issued. Bids will prob- 
ably vot be asked for completing the Miantonomoh 
as it is the intention to bave the work upon this ves- 
sel performed at the New York Navy-yard. The 
law appropriating mouey for finishing these moni- 
tors requires that one of them should be fitted out 
at one of the navy-yards. Messrs. Wm. Cramp and 
Son, the contractors for the machinery of the U_ 8. 
monitor Terror, reports to the Navy Department 
that the work is now complete and the vessel ready 
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for a dock trial. Engineer-in-Chief Loring will 
probably inspect the work upon his return from the 
trial of the Atlanta. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the United Service Gazette 
asks if it is hopeless to expect the National Rifle As- 
sociation to do anything substantial towards im- 
proving the shooting of the mass of the volunteers. 
Its Council, he says, “spend enormous sums yearly 
in developing a few hundred individuals whom they 
nurse up into wonderful proficiency with the rifle; 
but what good are they for fighting purposes, scat- 
tered among the 200,000 British volunteers? They 
are but drops in the ocean; their excellence does 
nothing practical towards raising the standard of 
their eomraces. At Wimbledon they are looked 
upon ks superior beings by the rank and file—a sort 
of sacred caste, but uo attempt is made to rival their 
performances, and so the general average of shoot- 
ing in the volunteers, remains most dangerously 


low.” ° 








THE ‘forms of contract for new cruisers issued 
from the Navy Department on Friday contains a 
number of new and important provisions to bidders. 
It provides that the contractor shall be allowed for 
the three large cruisers, Charleston. Newark and 
Baltimore, of seven, eight and nine thousand indi- 
cated horse-power, respectively, $100 for every unit 
of horse-power attained above these guaranteed 
amounts, and forfeit $100 for every unit deficient. 
Penalties are also imposed for failure to complete 
the vessels at the specified time, the amount being 
increased from month to month until the vessel has 
been finished. There are also a number of other 
important conditions, most of which are favorable 
to the contractor. 








1l Popolo Romano (Rome) publishes an interesting 
calculation on the ultimate cost of the Panama 
Canal, founded on the figures of M. A. Beyeler, a 
Swiss engineer, who was for sume time employed in 
the work of excavation. According to his estimate, 
if the work be carried on at the present rate, the 
total cost will amount to nearly 3,400 millions of 
franes ($680,000,000), but should the enterprise be 
concluded within ten years the saving in interest 
will reduce this sum to about 3,000 millions of francs 
(3600,000,000)—five times M. de Lesseps’s original esti- 
mate of 600 millions of francs, or $120,000,000. 








THE only professions represented in the office of 
Presideat are those of the soldier and lawyer: 
Washington, Jackson, Harrison, Taylor, anc Grant 
were soldiers; Monroe, Pierce, Hayes, and Garfield 
were lawyers as well as soldiers; the other thirteen 
Presidents were lawyers, viz., the two Adams, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, Van Buren, Tyler, Polk, Fillmore, 
Buchanan, Lincoln, Jobnson, Arthur, and Cleve- 
land. Two of these last, Johnson and Arthur, had 
military rank at one time. 








Tue Sturtevant House, New York, is a favorite 
resort of officers of the Army and Navy, to whom 1t 
offers the advantages of special rates, and the pleas- 
ure of meefing members of the same service who 
may be stopping there. It reopened on the 5th of 
October under a new management, thoroughly 
renovated and reorganized. Messrs. Mathews and 
Pierson, formerly of the Albemarle and st. James 
Hotels, are the present proprietors. 








Tue Second Comptroller of the Treasury has de- 
eided that the officers of the Signal Corps are en- 
titled to purchase wood from the Q. M. Department 
at regulation prices, and they have been reimbursed 
for the amount paid by them in excess of $3 per cord 
durin, the years 1885and 1886—in amount $505.73. The 
language of the appropriation bill for those years 
was construed to exclude officers of the Signal Ser- 
vice at Forts Myer and Washiogton from the privi- 
jege and they were obliged to pay higher prices for 
the fuel. 


CAPTAIN Henry F. BREWERTON, 5th U.S. Artil- 
lery. the commander of the U. 8. troops stationed 
on Bedlow’s Island, has been castigated this week 
by some of our New York papers, because, in the 
execution of his duty as commander of one of the 
military posts in New York Harbor (which Bedlow’s 
Island is) he has had to request the civilians living 
at free quarters ou the Island to withdraw so as to 
make room for the garrison. Captain Brewerton is 
an experienced and discreet officer, who knows his 
dut7 and does it, but it is hard to make tho average 
civilian understand what duty ina military sense 


SeconD COMPTROLLER MAYNARD has decided to 
allow the claims of Allan McDonald and Frederick 
J. Hurstell, civilian, member of the Proteus Arctic 
Search Expedition, for reimbursement for clothing 
lost in Smith Sound in July, 1883. This decision 
overruled the action of the Third Auditor, who dis 
allowed the claims for want of jurisdiction ov the 
ground that the claimants were not officers or en- 
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listed men of the Army, and the Second Comptroller 
holds that the claimants are entitled to payment, as 
the clothing was lost through no fault of theirs. 

















THE London Daily News is trying to discredit our 
Bartholdi statue by undertaking to show that there 
is at Bamian, in Afghanistan, on the road between 
Cabul and Balkh, a statue of Buddha 173 feet high, 
whiie Miss Liberty is only able to get the tip of her 
torch up 151 feet. The Buddha statue was cut out 
of the solid rock some 1,800 years ago, and it is 
wholly unfair to compare a statue just erected with 
one that has had so long a time to grow. 








THE jacket of the defective 6-inch gun was 
dropped off at the Washington Navy-yard on Tues- 
day. The hoops were removed several weeks ago, 
but the remainder of the disassembling operation 
was postponed until Tuesday. The work was suc- 
cessfully performed, and the defective tube will be 
returned to the Midvale Lron Works to be replaced 
according to contract.

CONTINUOUS SERVICE. 


Lewis Nrxon, Asst. Naval Constructor, claims 
that by vir.ue of the provisions of the Naval Ap- 
propriation Act of March 3, 1883 (23 Stats., 493), he is 
eatitied to bave bis previous service as a Naval 
Cadet or Cadet Midshipman counted as service as an 
Assistant Naval Constructor, so that immediately 
upon his appointment he was to be deemed to have 
sersed for a period of six years in that grade, and 
hence entitled to receive the pay prescribed by law 
for an Assistant Naval Constructor who was serving 
in his second four years. He claims his secoud four 
years expired in July, 1886, and that he is now en- 
titled to the increased compensation provided by 
law for an Assistant Naval Constructor who has 
been in the Service in that grade fora period of 
eight years from the date of his appointment. 

Somptroller Maynard does not think that the act 
of March, 1883, in terms, applies, or was intended to 
apply to the claimant’s case. In his opinion on this 
case he says: 

There has been no break in his service; he entered as a 
Cadet. Midshipman in 1878, and has been continuously in the 
Service from that time; h> has been simply transferred 
from one grade to another; he never resigned his appoipt- 
ment as a Cadet Midshipman or Assistant Nava! Constructor. 
His appointment as Midshipman was, co instanti, vacated by 
Sy on of law. There has never been a moment of time 
— June 28, 1878, when he has not been in the Naval Ser- 
ce 


The act of Marc-~ 3, 1883, was evidently intended to provide 
for those cases where the officer had served in the regular cr 
volunteer forces of the United States, and especially the Jat- 
ter, and had been discharged from the Service because of 
the expiration of the term of enlistment, or because his sere 
vices were no longer required, and had afterwards re-en- 
tered the Navy and received a commission in a grade entitl- 
ing him to gruduated pay under the provisions of the Re- 
vised Statu 'nsuch casesthe Revi ed Statutes did not 

his prior service, and although he may bave pre- 
viously served a full lcngevity period in the sume grade to 
which he had been commissioned upon his last entering into 
the Service, yet it must be ignored and his longevity periods 
computed from the date of his last appointment. Te was 
this manifest inequality and injustice that Congress under- 
took to remedy by the passage of the act of 1883. This very 
clearly appease by reference tu the Senate debates upon the 
subject, in which body the amendment to the law as it is 
found in the act of 1883 was first inserted. (Vol. 14, part 4, 
Congressio Record, 47th Congress, 2d session, pages, 


The express language of the act of 1883 would seem to ad- 
mit of no other construction without doing violence to its 
plain terms. It refers to non-continuous service and its ap- 
parent object is, by a legal fiction. to have such service re- 
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cer “ since last entering the Service.” A “last” entry inio 
the Service is only applicable to cases where there has been 
other and previons entries and is manifestly inappropriate to 
a case where there has been but one entry and a continuous 
and unbroken service, 

Tf thisis not thetpruper construction of the act of 1883 
then it is difficult to see why all line officers who entered the 
Service as Naval Cadets and have afterwards been com- 
missioned and have passed through different grades of ser- 
vice having graduated pay in uvbroken snecession are not 
also entitled to have their services in grades having no 

raduated pay counted as if rendered iu the lowest grade 

ving such pay. Sucha construction would open the pay ac- 
count of nearly every line officer in the Navy, and I am not 
aware that any such construction has ever been contended 
for in the case of such officers. 

T think it plain that such results were never contemplated 
by the law-making power, and even if the letter of the sec- 
tion favors such aclaim, yet the maxim should be applied 
that “a ons within the Ictter is not within the statute un 
less within the intention.” The point is also suggested that 
claimant's case is not within the act of 1883, because his ser- 
vice as Cadet Midshipman or Naval Cadet is not service as 
an “ offic 'r or enlisted man in the Navy.” In this respect 
the act differs from the statute giving longevity pay to 
Army officers because of previous service, for in the latter 
act the words “ officers or enlisted men” are not used, but 
service in the Army in any capacity is sufficient. It is con- 
tended that while the service of a Cadet Midshipman or 
Naval Cadet is service in the Navy, yet that he is neither an 
“ officer or enlisted man” and hence the act has no applica- 
tion to his case. The question thus presented isa grave one, 
but in view of the conclusion which I have reached upon 
the otber point it is unnecessary to pass uponit. The claim 
of the officer will be disallowed. 


PRACTICAL TARGET PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


{ AMsure that many officers and men will bestruck 
with the practical sense and endorse the views set 
forth in the letter signed A. M., in your issue of 
Nov.6. Reams of paper have been used up in re- 
ports of sundry kinds in the present mania for tar- 
get practice and the hot competition for promin- 
ence and inflated figures of merit, and in it the 
Army bas lived and had its beiug for four or five 
years past to the subordination and sometimes sup- 
pression of military duties fully as important. a- 
poleon placed a high value on the legs of his armies, 
but marching ability iu our infantry occupies a de- 
cidedly subordinate position; it is certainly as ne- 
cessary to get to where the enemy is as to be able to 
shoot at him with a fair prospect of making a hit: Is 
it rot now about time to come toa “ place rest”’ and 
inquire for what do we have target practice, at a 
very large annual expense. Is it for utility, for 
training men to shoot against an enemy, or is it to 
make phenomenal records under existing rules? 
Theoretically the former object is desired; prac- 
tically the latter 1s attained. Seldom willthe enemy 
pose as a targetat known distances. Seldom will 
the ground offer facilities for lyimg ou one’s back for 
aiming and shooting. Never does a bunter get him- 
self into such a position for a shot—and in hunting 
is the nearest possible approach to the conditions 
found in offensive battle as compared with any 
other rifle shooting for practice. 

All this goes to prove, in my humble opinion, that 
for practical efficiency, more attertion should be 
given to training men to fire Jying in a prone posi- 
tion, and in kneeling, a hunter’s position nine times 
out of ten, enabling him to see and estimate the dis- 
tances and handle bimself and his piece to the best 
advantage. Next, relegate all finng at known dis- 
tances to asubordinate and auxiliary position for 
purposes of drill and training, and base al figures of 
merit on records made at unknown distances only, 
taking due precaution to msure that they shall be 
unknown and causing the officer in charge to count 
and verify all hits and certify all records. By this 
system figures of merit will suffer lamentably, but 
the troops will shoot better practically. PRAX.

Since my annual report of last year we have bad 
the misfortune to lose Major-General] Winfield Scott 
Hancock, who died Feb. 10, 1886, and the Lieutenant- 
General performed the melancholy duty of accom- 
panying his remains to the family vault at Norris- 
town, Pa., Feb. 14, 1886. He was succbeded in the 
command of the Division of the Atlantic by Major 
General John M. Schofiela. No military operations 
of importance have occurred in this Division during 
the year. Gen. Schofield repeats the recommenda- 
tions heretofore made by himself and his predeces- 
sor relative to the concentration ut some suitable 
post of several light batteries for their better ir- 
struction, and he also callsattention to the for!ifica- 
tion snd armawment of our seacoasts, his command em- 
braciog a large portion of our coasts lying along the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Iu pursuance of orders from the President, Major- 
General Alfred H. Terry assumed command of the 
Division of the Missouri April 9, 1886. While the 
Division has bad no troubles approaching a condi- 
tion of hostilities during the year, many operations 
of a minor nature bave been rendered necessary to 
suppress predatory raids in Montana by Indians 
from ore reservation directed mainly against In- 
dians of other reservations, to protect the Indian 
agents from the insolence ,and insubordination of 
their charges, acd to secure settlers from the lawless 
demands of roving bands who have been permitted, 
on ove pretext or another, to leave their reserva 
tions. 

The adjustment made with the Cheyennes and 
Arapahoes by the President, through the medium 
of the Lieutenant-General, io July, 1885, has allayed 
all irritation in the Indian Territory, but the troops 
in that region have been kept constantly employed 
in the prevention of unlawful settlements in the 
Oklahoma country and its invasion by herds of vat- 
tle. Unkcss some legislation is had which will sne- 
cially fix the status of the Oklahoma land, I fear its 
ay | advantages in the way of beautiful landscapes 
and fertile soil will prove a continual temptation to 
an adventurous population nearits border, which 
in a short period could make ita prosperous State. 

Vague reports of difficulties north and north west 
of Fort Lewis, in Southern Colorado, have necessi- 
tated the movement of troops in that direction, and 
the establishment of two summer camps in the Blue 
Mountain region havc quieted all fears and satisfied 
the settlers, so that all complairts have now ceased. 

The [ndiaus at the Uintah and Ouray Agencies, 
located on the Uintab and Uncompahgre reserva- 
tions in Utah, embracing the old bite River Utes 
(who murdered the Meeker family) and the Uncom- 
pahgres (removed there some time afterward), be- 
came very unruly during last winter, defied the 
agent, and did almost as they pleased. After an in- 
vestigation by an officer of the Army, at the request 
of the Secretary of the Interior, a command of six 
vompanies—four of infantry und two of cavalry— 
was established in the vicinity of the agencies for 
purposes of discipline and coutrol. The selection of 
the site for the cautonment was lett to Gen. Crook, 
the junction of the Grand and Duchesne Rivers was 
fixed upon, and tte station temporarily uamed Fort 
Duchesne. At tins date reports indicate that the 
agent is now satisfied and the Indians have ceased 
their insolence and appear willing to behave them- 
selves. 

Duriag the year Fort Fred. Steele, in the Depart- 
meut of the Platte, and Fort Ellis, in the Depart- 
meat of Dakota, have been abandoned. In their 
day both of these posts played most important parts 
in the settlement of the Wcst and Northwest. Their 
usefulness having passed away, the expense of their 
maintenance has been stopyed by the removal of 
their garrisons to other points. lt is my desire to 
persevere in this policy of abandoning small posts, 
and the sums of money allotted this yearto Forts 
Russell, Riley, anc Robinson and the post of San 
Antonio, all in the Division of the Missouri, will aid 
materially in carrying it out. 


DIVISION OF THE PACIFIC. 


Maj.-Gen. O. O. Howard assumed command of the 
Division of the Pacific April 17, 1886, vice Pope, re- 
tired, and Brig.-Gen. N. A. Miles assumed command 
* of the Department of Arizona April 12, 1886, vice 
Crook, trausferred to tbe Department of the Platte. 
lu the northern section of this division we bave had 
some movements or troops arising from riotous pro- 
ceedings against the Chinese. The prompt arrival of 
the different detachments at the points where diffi- 
culties had arisen inspiring great confidence, peace 
was readily preserved without the necessity of ac- 
tual participation by the military in the enforce- 
ment of the law. 

In the Department of Arizona hostilities against 
Geronimo were continued during the fall by the De- 
partment Commander, Gen. Crook, but as the re- 
sults were unsatisfactory, it became appareat to me 
in November, 1885, that quiet and peace could not be 
restored until the Chiricahua and Warm Springs 
Apaches were removed from Arizota. 1 communi- 
cated this impression to the Secretary of War in a 
personal interview, and in consequeace was directed 
to proceed to Arizona to consult with Crook on this 
and kindred subjects growing out of existing hostili- 
ties. Gen: Crook did not think the time for the re- 
moval opportune, and suggested that [ obtain Capt. 
Crawford’s views. Crawford coiucided with Crook, 
and stated thut the removal might affect the con- 
duct of the Indian scouts just guving out, in whom 
both seemed to have great eonfidence, and in defer- 
ence to their opinions | deemed it best to awsit a 
more advantageous time for the accomplishment of 
this purpose. — R 

Duriog the winter operations were made princi- 
pally by Indian scouts under the command o Capt. 
Emmet Crawford, 3d Cav., and Capt. Wirt Davis, 
4th Cav. The former came upon the Indians in camp 
in Mexico, Jan. 10; surprised and routed them with- 





out loss to his own troops and no loss to the Indians 
except their camp equipage, horses, and camp plun- 
der. While occupying the hostile camp negotiations 
were opened with the hostiles, at their solicitation. 
with a view to their surrender; but unfortunately 
Capt. Crawford’s camp was stolen upon and at- 
tacked the next morning by irregular Mexican 
troops, who claimed to have been seeking the camo 
of the hostile Indians. In the engagement which 
ensued Capt. Crawford was mortally wounded; 
three of his men wounded ; the Mexicans lost their 
leader (killed) and four or five men killed and 
wounded. The loss of Capt. Crawford was much to 
be regretted, as he would, iu my opinion, have at 
that time terminated the cruel and bloody atrocities 
whicb continued thereafter for many months. After 
Capt. Crawford’s death, Lieut. Marion P. Maus, Ist 
Inf., came in command and continued the negotia- 
tions, which resulted not in the surrender of the In- 
dinuns but iu a promise on the part of Geronimo that 
he would go to a — near the boundary line to 
meet Gen. Crook. This officer met him about twenty- 
five miles below San Bernardino, Mexico, and ex- 
acted a qualified surrender. which was not approved 
by the President. While en route to Fort Bowie the 
indians, suspicious of treachery, marched in skir- 
mish order so as to prevent any considerable num- 
ber of their party from being coanaeees but the 
night succeeding the first day’s march Geronimo be- 
came alarmed, from idle stories, and escaped with 
tveaty of his best men and thirteen women. 
The balance of his band continued on to Bowie, 
after which they were sent to Fort Marion, Florida, 
with the thirty-three previously captured. The 
understanding when Geronimo and his followers 
started in to Bowie wa;, that if they surrendered 
their lives would be spared and they would be 
located in some distant part of the country. Fort 
Marion was selected as the best place to secure these 
bloodthirsty savages (whose lives were spared not 
from auy consideration for them but as an induce- 
ment for the balance of the hostiles to surrender), so 
that honest and industrious white citizens and their 
families might be protectea and trade and com- 
merce restored to the Territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico. They could not be put at any military 
post west of the Missouri River, because the people 
in the vicinity would not tolerate them, and as the 
law excludes them from the Indian Territory, re- 
moval to that section was out of the question. 

After Capt. Crawford’s last engagement it became 
a belief in my mind that the Indian scouts could not 
be wholly depended upon to fight and kill their own 
people. I think they were faithful so far as to try 
to capture or to induce the surrender of the hostiles, 
but they had no wish to kill their own kindred. 
That this sentiment was reciprocal was demon- 
strated by the Indian engagement referred to and 
others that had occurred previously. Gen. Crook 
seemed, however, wedded to the policy of operating 
almost exclusively with Indian scouts, and bis 
experience was of great weight his policy could not 
well be changed without his removal to another 
field. To relieve the embarrassment he at once re- 
quested such a course, and as at about the time of 
the surrender and escape of a part’of Geronimo’s 
band achange of the geographical commands was 
necessitated by the death of Gen. Hancock and the 
retirement of Gen. Pope, Gen. Crook was sent to the 
Departwent of the Platte, and Gen. Miles, on my 
recommendation, assigned to the Department of 
Arizona, the latter’s instructions being as follows: 
[See Gen. Miles’s Report, JoURNAL, Nov. 6, p. 297.] 

Gen. Miles went to work with commendable zeal. 
His troops followed up the hostiles with vigorous 
energy, broke up their camps by attack four or five 
times, and gave them no rest until they surrendered 
on Sept. 4, under circumstances and conditions, 
however, that should not, in my judgment, permit 
their being turned over to the civil authorities for 
punishmeut, as was intended by the President. On 
Sept. 8 they were started by Gen. Miles to Fort 
Marion, Florida, without er but at a later 
date stopped at San Antonio till their final di8posi- 
tion could be decided upon. 

Previous to the surrender and early in July, Gen. 
Miles had visited Fort Apache, near which were 
located the peaceable Chiricahua and Warm Springs 
Apaches, some of whom had been Gen. Crook’s 
scouts, and inany of whom, before serving in that 
capacity, had committed the most brutal murders. 
On July 3 Miles telegraphed that there were strong 
military reasons for the removal of these Indians 
from Arizona, and asked authority to send a few of 
the tribe to Washington with retereuce to another 
location. From this J judged the time had about 
arrived for the forcible removal of all the Chiri- 
cahua and Warm Springs Apaches to Florida, in ac- 
cordance with ihe suggestions 1 had made before 
visiting Gen. Crook in November, 1885. I conse- 
quently approved Gen. Miles‘’s request, and, the 
Secretary of War having authorized it, 1 directed 
the former to send ten of the Indians to Washington 
under charge of an officer, with instructions to re- 
port them to the Secretary of the Interior. A dele- 
gation of leading men was speedily started and 
shortly after arrived in charge of Capt. Dorst. 

On the 7th of July General Miies forwarded a 
communication giving bis views relative to the sub- 
jugation of the hostiles and the contrul of the 
Apaches, suggesting the advisibility of moving the 
four hundred aud forty men, women and children 
on the reservation to the Indian Territory, etc., on 
which | indorsed, July 30, as my recommendation, 
the foilowing: 

Respectfully submitted to the Secretary of War. There 
are now on the reservation near Fort Apache seventy-one 
Chiricahua and Warm Springs adult male Indians. These 
are exclusive of those in this city. It is my belief that if the 
delegation which is now here goes back to the reservation 
without huving received what they may deem the most 
satisiactory promises on the part of the Governmenta large 
number of those that are now peaceable will eudeavor to 
join Geronimo. I therefore recommend that authority be 
granted me to direct General Miles to immediately arrest all 
tne male Indians now on the Chiricahua reservation, near 
Fort Apache, and send them as prisoners to Fort Marion, 
Florida ; that the delegation now here be sent there also, and 
that they be held at that point as prisoners of war until the 
fiual solution of the Geronimo troubles, 


he President called together the Secretary of 
War, the Secretary of the Interior, and myself, and 
after discussing the question the Presiaeut directed 
we to send a telegram to Gen. Miles asking him what 
he thought of the proposition to forcibly arrest all 
on the reservation and send them to Fort Marion, 


where they could be joined by the party then in } 





Washington, to which he replied that there would 
be some advantages but that some serious objections 
occurred to him which he would explain fully by 
letter. The objections contained 1n his letter were 
that the delegation went to Washington by author- 
ity with a view of making some permanent arrange- 
ment for their future, and that it might be charged 
the Government had taken advantage of them ; that 
it would be known to all other Indians in the South- 
west. and, in future, they might hesitate about send- 
ing delegates to Washington, and thatit would ne- 
cessitate a war of extermination against the hostiles 
then in Old Mexico in which al! would have to be 
killed. To me the objections of Gen. Miles did not 
seem sufficiently weighty in the face of the many 
cogeat reasons existing for removal—if removed at 
all—to some point east of the Missouri River, and 1 
am pleased to say that the President finally author- 
ized them to be sent to Fort Marion, after General 
Miles, on August 20, had reported that Col. Wade, 
commanding Fort Apache, was prepared to accom- 
plish the work. 

On the 25th of August I again informed Gen. 
Miles, in answer to a telegram he had sent to the 
Intenor Department, that no proposition looking to 
the location of the Chiricahua and Warm Springs 
[ndians west of the Missouri River could be enter- 
tained, to which he replied with further recom- 
mendations as to establishing them at Fort Union, 
New Mexico. This was forwarded to the President, 
who adhered, however, to the decision he had al- 
readv made, and in consequence the four hundred 
and forty men, women and children then at Fort 
Apache were started for Fort Marion, Florida, 
where they arrived on Sept. 21. 


OTHER MATTERS. 


Staff Department reports, etc., show the distribution of 
troops, statement of casualties during the year, enlistments 
and re-enlistments, number of enlisted men drawing in- 
creased pay under the act of Aug. 4, 1854. and the number of 
men who will become entitled to increased pay under the act 
of May.15, 1872. Itis gratifying to know that there is a marked 
decrease in the number of desertions from the Army since my 
last report. The percentage in 1884 to the legal stren o: 
the Army was 15, in 1885 11.1, and during the past year 8.3. 
The great decrease since 1884 is due no doubt to the improve - 
ment of administration and to the beneficent legislation 
which provides for honorable retirement of enlisted men 
after long und faithfulservice. From the fact that a consi- 
derable number of offen iers belong toa class that may be 
termed professionals the evil can only be wholly erad cated 
by | tion which will empower us to indelibly mark with 
India ink pep f convicted of desertion by a Court-mar- 
tial. Fear of detection would prevent such criminals from 
again offering themselves for enlistment, and would, in my 
opinion, terminate forever the repeated rtions are 
frequently practiced by vicious and bad charycters who ap- 
pear lost to all sense of obligation, and commit the crime for 
— 4 or the convenience of getting from one place to 
another. 

The recruiting of the Army has been carried on under 
prac! ically tbe same system as has obtained for-many years, 
except that the recruits are kept at the general depots for a 
lon: period than formerly. This has proven advantageous 
to the recruits and the Government in many ways, and the 
improved Vm ay and better rations and c‘othing that are 
now provided for the enlisted soldier tend greatly to im- 
prove and elevate the tone of the Service. 

The a em ph report indicates that the Army is 
in a very healthy and gratifying condition, and it contains 
many recommendations deserving consideration. The dis- 
cipline is geverally excellent. But few officers have been 
tried by Courts-martial during the year, and I think I may 
safely state there has not been a period during the last 
twenty-five yee when so little necessity has existed for the 
correction of those holding commissions. Many officers are 
becomiag disabled, however, by reason of long service on 
the frontier and from wounds received or disease onn- 
tracted during the War of the Rebellion. While the disabled 
are being transferred to the retired list as fast as its limits 
will permit, some relief could be extended if Con; would 
open that list to the extent of embracing those who are now 
excluded from it for want of vacancies. This would give a 
certain degree of promotion, and if we could get the infan- 
try regiments increased to twelve comp: nies, as pro 
by the Manderson bill, and the incrense of five thousand men 
reported favorably by the Senate Military Committee last 
winter, a state of efficiency and usefulness would be reuc 
which would enable us to creditably perform such service 
as the country might demand. 

The reports of the Superintendent of the Military Aca- 
demy, the commanding officer of the Artillery School, and 
the commanding officer of the Infantry and Cavalry School 
show the constant care that is being exercised for the main- 
tenance of a high standard of ~~ { education among our 
officers, The Military Academy and the Artillery School 
have been in existence for so long a period, and the general 
principles on which they are based have proven so satisfac- 
tory, that there are no marked recommendations made in 
the report from either which I wish to brirg before you 
now, though many minor points are touched upon which 
deserve consideration. The commandant of the Infanty 
and Cavairy School suggests a number of improvements to 
keep up with the spirit of the age, but as that establishment 
is yet in its infancy it is thought best to move coon & the 
adoption of untried methods there until the institution be- 
comes somewhat more crystallized. 

The instruction of the Army in the use of the rifle or car- 
bine with which the men are armed has been thoroughly 
prosecuted during the year, and the returns from each De- 
partment, as well as the results of the regular competitioas 
now just closing, exhibit a decided advance in proti- 
ciency of the Army in rifle firing. 

In my previous report I called attention to the great re- 
lative importance of the company skirmish practive where 
the targets are figures simulating the appearance of a line of 
hostile skirmishers. This practice is the natural sequence to 
the known distance firing, and great practical ad- 
vantages; it not only perfects the fire discipline of the com- 
pany and the ability of its officers to control in direction 
and intensity the fire of their men under conditions as close 
as peace permits to those which might exist in war, but it 
also presents to the soldier an object which bears a fair re- 
semblance to the appearance of an enemy in battle, and ac- 
customs him as far as posgible to aiming and firing at men. 
The lack of appropriate ground for these exercises has in 
some cases prevented their proper prosecution, but as their 
importance is becoming better recognized these o 
are gradually being overcome, until, in the near future, I 
anticipate that many of the soldiers will become ishers 
and the effective } the mass of the Army will have 

reatly increased in value. 
4 As the Army is necessarily deeply interested in the settle- 
ment of the Ind in per t abodes, I again beg leave 
to submit my recommendations of last year on this subject. 

In my annual report for 1805 | recommended that each In-

. ARMY ORDNANCE WORK. 
ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


THE annual report of General Benét, Chief of 
Ordnance, U. 8. Army. shows a totalof $2,006.570.13 
receipts, including $8,503, balance from the adjust- 
ment of accounts with other appropriations and 
$66,541.93 from the sale of Government property, of 
wiiuch $43,687.10 was deposited in the Treasury. The 
expenditures for the year were $1,896,862.92, besides 
265,662.26 turned into the surplus fund on June 30, 
1886. The amount in the Treasury and in Govern- 
inent depositories was, at the beginning of the fiecal 
year, $773.378.87, and at the end $773,436.72. During 
the year 39,527 rifles, carbines, and shotguns have 
been manufactured at the National Armory. One 
thousand rod-bayonet mfles, new model and im- 
— sights. are still under trial by the troops. 

he report of Dee. 15, 1885, op magazine guns, which 
we published at_the time, reappears here. The at- 
tention of the Department having been called to 
the occasional inaccurate shooting of the carbine 
cartridge through Lieut. Frank Baker, the officer 
in charge of the proof of ammunition at the Frank- 
ford Arsenal, a series of trials was ordered with a 
view to discover and correct the cause of inaccur- 
racy. An exhaustive report on the subject 
prepared by that officer (Appendix 34) has 
led to the omission of the wads from fu- 
ture manufacture. Provision has been made to 
meet the changes required in both bench and hand 
reloading tools for reloading this ammunition. The 
Morse cartridge which bas been under consideration 
by the Department fora number of years basrecently 
been so tar perfected tbrough the efforts of Mr. 
Morse that it has been decided to issuea number for 
trial with thetroops. During the past year 48 sets of 
bench reloading tools for metallic ammunition have 
been issued to posts. comprising all those of five or 
more companies and including eight posts of four or 
a less number of companies. 

“During the year the new skirmish targets pre- 
scribed by Blunt’s ‘ Rifleand Carbine Firing’ have 
been manufactured at the Rock Island Arsenal and 
supplied tothe Army. They have been very gener- 
ally approved and sre so varéfully made that they 
will probably meet all requirements in this respect 
for several years to come.” Gen. Benét thinks there 
is little doubt that at the present time the facilities 
for rifle practice offered to the soldiers of our Army 
“are greater and more perfect than those enjoyed 
by othe> armics, and the result of having practically 
an Army of marksmen is due in a great degree to 
this liberal supply of all the material for this most 
important element of the soldier’s education—the 
efficient and effective use of his rifle.’’ 

The reference to the militia is covered by a brief 
recom nendation that the annual appropriation for 
supplying them with arms be increased. A brief re- 
ference is made to the report of Capt. D. A. Lyle 
v1 the armor plate experiments at Spezia, which 
will be published at an early day. More money is 
asked for ordnance, ordnance stores, etc. Itis re- 
commended that Sec. 3709, Rev. Stat., be amended 
so as to permit purchases to a less amount than $100 
without advertising. The Interior Department is 
allowed to purchase in open market to the amount 
of $500. In New York City such purchases are al- 
lowed up to $1,000, which has led to the multiplica- 
tion of what are known as $999 contracts. 


ARMAMENT OF FORTIFICATIONS. 


Under this head the reports of the Boards on For- 
tifications and Gun Foundry are summed ~¥ As to 
the bill embodying the recommendutions of the last 

. mentioned report, Gen. Benét says: 


‘The features of this bill as a whole are judicious and well- 
devised, except that the very important question of fortifi- 
cations is wholly ignored. But no doubt he good would 
have resulted from the passage of the bill in its present 
shape by Congress. Astart would have been made in the 
right direction, by he | at least the foundation of Som 
factory at the Frankford Arsenal, and which under a foster- 
ing legislation would be added to from year to year. An 
Army Gun Factory is a great want, and it is most earnestly 
recommended that Congress take such action at its next ses- 
sion as will place the Department on, at least, an equal foot- 
ing with the Navy in respect to such an establishment. The 
appropriation of $6,000,000 for steel forgings is perhaps 
scarcely sufficient to arouse much competition among s' 
makers, but it would doubtless prove a healthful stimulus 
to those manufacturers who are now engaged in supplying 
the Government with gun forgings. The amount recom- 
mended by the Board of Fortifications or other Defences 
for gun metal for the first year alone was $8,000,000, while 
for inaugurating the ae of armor plates, laying the 
foundations for fortifications, manufacturing gun carnages, 
submarine mines, torpedo boats was $13,500, making the 
total amount recommended for the first year $21.500, In 
these recommendations of the Board this Department fully 
eoncurs.

The force 
of civilians employed at the Proving Ground, corsisting of 
men of long experience in handling guns and explosives, 
and doing the technical work im connection with an Ord- 
nance Proving Grouna, has been lost to the Department, 
and the a now practicable at that point must be 
carried on by means of enlisted men taken from the arsen- 
als, who will uire very considerable instruction and prac- 
tice to fit them for the proper discharge of their new duties. 

At the Watertown Arsenal, where the Department has 
bad under construction the experimental 10-inch wire gu 
the alteration of seacoast carriages, and the manufacture o 

n sights and other supplies pertaining to the armament of 

orts, work has practically ceased, and the large force of 
skilled men has been discharged. The expense and labor 
attending the re-commencement of work, like the installa- 
tion of new work, is very considerable, and is madeapparent 
in the increased cust of the articles produced. The difficulty 
also of getting skilled men for such technical work, of or- 
ganizing, of instructing, of getting the right manin the 
right Fe and of determining the best and cheapest man- 
ner of doing the work—ell matters of great moment—has to 
be again encountered ond overcome after a period of en- 
forced idleness. But the difficulty of procuring good men, 
when work is resumed, becomes more difficult than ever, 
from the feeling of uncertainty regarding the permanency 
of their employment. 


A summary follows of the present condition of the 
work and of the results ob!ained in the experimental 
trials during the year, which may be condensed es 
follows: Experimental 12-in. B. L. Rifles, cast-iron— 
Rounds fired 137, 123 with full charge, 125 Ibs.; and 
79 with 800 lb. projectile. Mean pressure for 100 ob- 
servations, 27,998 lbs.; maximum, 34,409 lbs. Esti- 
mated muzzle velocity with the best powder attain- 
able not above 1,750 feet, or that obtained from a 
full power, 10% in. steel rifle, weighing 215 tons less. 
Firing was discontined at the 137th round, as the 
erosion had become so pronounced that the gun was 
not considered safe. This erosion is shown by pho- 
tographs accompanying the report. It is thought 
that by means of a lining tube, inserted either at the 
outset, or after the bore bas begun to suffer from 
erosion, the life time of such a gun would be pro- 
longed; but the Department has now partly com- 
pleted a 12-inch cast-iron gun, to be lined with a steel 
tube, and itis thought expedient. before lining the 
present 12-inch gun to await the trial of the lined 
gun, which should furnish useful information with 
respect to the limit of evdurance that muy be ob- 
tained with castiron guns when protected against 
the destructive effect of erosion. With the neces- 
sary money seoemmates the 12-inch B. L. cast-iron 
rifle tubed with steel and the wire hooped and tubed 
with steel can be completed within tbe present fiscal 
year. The body for the first has been successfully 
east at the fourth trial, is now rough bored and 
turned, and counter bered for receiving its tube; the 
tube is rough turned and the breecb mechanism isiao 
pegeeen to be fitted to the gun. The other has 
been assembled and the breech mechanism is ready 
to be fitted. 

Experimental 12-in. M. L. rifled mortar, cast-iron 
steel hooped- The trial of this piece hus been in pro- 
gregs siuce July. 1885, and a progress report is given 
in Appendix 11. The full charge was fixed at 52 

ounds and that of the charged shell 610 pounds. 
Vith full and half charges the velocity and press- 
ures were as follows: 52 lbs O. V. powder, 998 ft. vel., 
26,880 Ibs. pressure, 26 lbs. M. V. powder, 663 ft. vel., 
11,020 Ibs. pressure.

General Benét says: 

The computed height of trajectory, for a projectile of 610 
Ibs., having a muzzje velocity of 1,000 feet, and fired at an 
elevation of 60 degrees, is 3,197 yards; angle of fall about 
67.0 degrees, velocity at impact 787 feet, and the penetration 
iniron 8 inches under normal impact. With regard to accur- 
acy of fire, some of the targets made are excellent, fully 
equalling the best results attained abroad with seacoast B. L. 
mortars, but there isa very considerable want of uniformity. 
On the other hand, it may be remarked that the published 
records of firings made with B. L. mortars abroad are not as 
full and complete as could be desired for purposes of com- 
parison. In order, therefore, to determine by careful and 
extensive trial the relative merits, as regards accuracy of 
fire, of muzzle-loading and breech-loading mortars, the De- 

ment has placed under fabrication a 12-inch B. L. mor- 

of cast-iron, hooped with steel, similar to the present 
M. L. mortar, except as to such details of chambering, rifling 
and type of projectile as are peculiar to breech-loading sys- 
tems. The body for this mortar has been cast at the South 
Boston [ron Works, and is nearly ready for the hoops. The 
hoops and forgings for breech mechanism, are being made 
at the Midvale Steel Works, and will soon be completed. 

With regard to endurance, the mortar has been fired thus 
fer 381 rounds. The star- gauging after the 38lst round shows 
no material enlargement of the bore. and the piece is appar- 
ently in as good condition as ever. The construction is 
therefore abundantly strong. The rapidity of fire has been 
from 7 to 8.5 rounds per hour. 

The shells forthe mortar are designed for use with the 
Hotchkiss base fuse, but oo trials huve as yet been made to 
test either the action of the fuse or the effect of explosion of 
the charged shell. f 

The endurance test of the moriar will be continued up to 
500 rounds. 

A better sabot is also needed, and itis possible that 
sabots with different degrees of sensibility may be 
required. 4 

Other Guns.—The cast-iron, wire-wrapped 10-in. 
B. L. rifle is well along toward completion, and a 
pea interesting and able report on the fabrication 
of this gun has been submitted by Lieut. W. Crozier. 
The 10-in. wire steel-gun is in a very backward state, 
owing wainly to the novelty and manifold detail of 
the construction. The tube, jacket and trunnion 
hoop for the expe:imestal 10-m. B. L. rifle, steel- 
hooped gun, were ordered from Sir J. Whitworth 
and Co., and the hoops principally from the Cambria 
lron Works, though the chase hoops, with the breech 
mechanism forgings are being manufactured by the 
Midvale Steel Co. Progress in the manufacture of 
hoops at the Cambria Works has been slow, but the 
results obtained have been very gratifying, fully 
conforming to the high requirements specified in the 
contract; and it should be remembered that this is 
the first effort made Ry this company in the pro- 
duction of gun steel. The delay in completing this 





gun will be more directly chargeable to a failure to 





secure prompt delivery of suitable tube and jacket 
forgings. 

The experimental 8-in. B. L. rifle steel gun com- 
pieted in June last has been fired 24 rounds, with 
the following ballistic results, charge 100 lbs. :

In firing two series of 5 shots each at a target 3,000 
yards distant to determine which of two different 
torcing bands submitted for trial was of the better 
width, the *following results were obtained with the 
band adopted: Target 30 by 40 feet—Range 3,0u0 
yards—Meuan vertical deviation from centre of im- 
pact, 1.90 ft.: mean horizontal deviation, 1.56 ft.: 
mean deviation, 2.46 ft., or the centres of all the 
shot-boles were contained within a circle of 6'¢ feet 
diameter, which denotes a very high degree of accu- 
racy. Though these results, as compared with those 
obtained abroad, ure considered satisfactory, further 
improvement is looked for. The report says: 

After the twenty-fourth round for about tweive inches in 
the length of the bore near the muzzie the enlargement was 

ths of an inch. This enlargement is in itself small, 
showing an extension of only 75-100000ths of an inch, per 
linear inch, or less than one-half of one per cent. of the A mo 
mate extensibility of the metal after rupture, as determined 
by tests of bars cut from the tube forging itself. A careful 
consideration of the results, however, led to the conclusion 
that the chase should be hooped tothe muzzle, having also 
in view the purpose of the ‘Testing Board to fire the gun to 
extremity. This modification in the design will permit, with 
a suitable powder adapted to a high density ot loading, of 
increasing the present powder charge, if desired, and will 
enable the Department fully to develop the ballistic proper- 
ties for guns of this class. The gun has been returned to the 
West Point Foundry where it is now in the lathe being 
turned for its chase-hooping. It is expected that the trial 
will be renewed in about two months. 

A satisfactory forging for experiments on the 5-in. 
B. L, rifle is expecied by November. A carriage de- 
signed for it by Capt. Shaler, is being constructed at 
the Springfield Armory. Several of the steel field 
guns are completed and it is expected thut the rest 
of 25 will be tinished by the end of this month, No- 
vember. An appropriation for carriages for Field 
Artillery is earnestly recommended. ‘Ten complete 
sets ot a new packing outfit for the Hotchkiss Moun- 
tain gun, designed by Col. Flagler, bave been ord- 
ered for issue and trial. Capt. A. H. Russell has sub- 
mitted a brief history of a hydraulic buffer invented 
by him to show that he anticipated taoat of J. Vav- 
asseur. 

Experiments with seacoast carriages have been in- 
terrupted by the failure of the appropriation. 104 
rounds have been fired from the 12-iuch B. L. rifle 
moupvted on the Powlett carriage. The Ordnance 
Bourd expresses the opinion that chis carriage “* can 
be aceuately and quickly traversed by means of the 
worm gearing, and can be laid in any desired line 
rapidly enough for the purposes of the land serviee; 
that the gun can be elevated and depressed with ac- 
curacy, but it takes as long, if not longer, than when 
done by band, and in the excitement of action the 
slight motions needed to fix it at the desired angle 
are difficult to accomplish. The Board objects to 
the complicated arrangement of supply pipes, 
bravehes, ani valves, and deem it vital that they be 
greatly simplified; and considers the apparatus for 
checking recoil too complicated, and mfenor to the 
ordinary hydraulic buffer.”” They recommend that 
the expenditures be suspended awaiting the result 
of the trial of the carriage now building for the 
Navy Department. 

The Ordnance Buard has submitted a voluminous 
Progress Report on the experiments being made 
for developing an effective system of defence for 
torpedo lines. The progress made is encouraging, 
but for prudestial reasons it is not deemed expedi- 
ent to make public the report. The gun to which 
the Yates breech mechanism is applied burst explo- 
sively on the 312th round, and, as the device had 
not proved satisfactory, it was notrecommended. A 
satisfactory obturating primer has been obtained, 
both friction and electric. From experiments as to 
frictional resistance due to shrinkage, some useful 
practical deductions have been made touching the 
longitudinal assistance to be derived from hoops, 
etc., and the efficacy of the grip, due toshrinkage, 
exerted on an inner tube by its enveloping jacket, 
hooped or otherwise, to prevent separation in firivg. 

The report also contains some observations on the 
production of steel gun forgings, which we reserve 
for another week. 








A TORPEDO CANNON BALL. 


THe Avenir Militaire gives us some particulars 
coucerning a torpedo cannon bal! invented by Capt. 
Coudray, of the French Navy. Four years ago the 
captain presented bis projectile to the authorities, 
who at once ordered experiments to be made with it 
at Gaves, near Lorient. We are told that for some 
time past the modest inventor has been engaged in 
manufacturing his projectiles under the supervision 
of a special commission named by the Minister of 
Marine. At first it was found that all the projectiles 
discharged at the mean velocity of 150 metres a se- 
cond rebounded on striking the object at which 
they were fired.

It is 
stated that these projectiles can be fired to a much 
greater distance than the Whitehead.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE “CIViIi, COMMITTEE.” 


THE Snuth trial in Brooklyn has brought out some 
curious facts in regard to the institution known us 
the ** Civil Committee” in National Guard compa- 
nies. We see the captain of a company at a “‘com- 
pany meeting ’ peremptorily declared out of order 
by one of his subordinates and his efforts to make 
himself heard rendered futile by the noise and other 
demonstrations of a number of enlisted men, so that 
he had to, or at least did, give in. 

Under the system of dues as existing in the Na- 
tional Guard, the men, of course, are entitled to be 
heard with regard to the disposition of their money 
and such articles as are procured from funds arising 
from their contributions. This should, however, be 
accomplished in a military manner, and the captain 
should be the head ot the company in the adminis- 
tration of its financial as well as purely militar? 
affairs, and preside at all meetings, with all the 
power attached to him in his military capacity. 
“Civil meetings’ should be abolished. A military 
concern can only be properly and prosperously 
managed on military principles, and these are dia- 
metrically opposed to the system of dual authority 
as it now exists in the National Guard companies. 
This false, anomalous, absurd and unmilitary system 
is at the bottom of all the troubles in the 13th. The 
matter requires modification on a reasonable, mili- 
tary basis, and for this purpose we bring it to the 
attention of the next National Guard Convention. 
In all matters connected with his regiment a man is 
a soldier under all circumstances, und as such he 
owes respect to his superiors at all times. The 
* Civil Committee” is responsible for many of the 
erroneous opinions to the contrary, so frequently 
expressed by National Guardsmen; the present sys- 
tem has been productive of much evil, and it would 
therefore be of immense benefit to the State service 
if the institution known as the “ Civil Committee” 
were done away with. 


TO IMPROVE THE MEDICAL SERVICE. 


THE surgeons of the Ist Brigade will hold a meet- 
ing this (Saturday) evening with a view of improv- 
ing the sanitary service in the National Guard and 
the Medical Corps generally. The only two occa- 
sions on which it became necessary to employ ap- 
paratus and appliances for the care of wounded sol- 
diers in the streets of New York, during the riots in 
1863 and the Orange riot in 1871, areso far remote 
that the matter has become neglected. In 1877 the 
New York troops had no occasion for stretches or 
other appliances of that kind. A movement to per- 
fect the medical service has recently been set on 
foot in the 2d Brigade, and it 1s expected that some 
of the medical officers of Brooklyn will take part in 
the meeting. The recessity for a convention of this 
kind is obvious, as it may be said with safety that 
there is not a single organization properly pi epared 
for service of this kind. No doubt many of the sur- 
geons entertain practical views on the subject, but 
these have never yet been carried out, nor is there 
uniformity on the subject. What may be brought 
out in this conventicn cunuot be told until after it is 
over, but its results cannot be otherwise than bene- 
ficial. One oft the subjects of discussion will bea 
question as te the utility of medical officers carrying 
swords when in service with troops. The opinion 
prevails tbat the only use a medical officer has for a 
sword is on parade, while on all otber occasfons it is 
superfluous ard in the way. This pinion bas reason 
on its side, but as a medical officer needs something 
for defence when in service, some other weapon has 
to replace the sword, if it should be abolished, as 
proposed. A good revolver, carried in a handy 
manner, would certainly be preferable. ‘The con- 
vention will also consider the most suitable appli- 
aoces for rapid aid to the wounded, how to carry 
them along. what kind and how many assistants a 
surgeon ordered out for service should have, the 
quickest and most effective way of dressing wounds, 
ete. The subject is a very interesting ove, and de- 
serves more attention than it has heretofore received. 





THE THIRTEENTH NEW YORK. 


Tue 13th muddle is about as turbid as ever. The 
Court- martial in the Smith case had its latest session 
on Nov. 12. Nothing very interesting was brought 
out. The testimony was mainly negative, The de- 
fence made an effort to establish, by the friends of 
the accused, the lame fact that instead of the word 
“Damn,” be used the expression * Darn tbe Col- 
onel,” (whatever that may mean) and there the 
matter rested. Charges of somesort were preferred 
against Col. Fackner, some ot them covering al- 
leged actions of his three years ago. while in com- 
mand of one ot the companies of tbe 13th. The 
Brooklyn Eag'e, which bas taken a correct mili- 
tary stand in the matter all along, says the charges 
emanated from Major Ackerman, Capt. Morle, and 
another officer. A copy of them is _ reported 
to have reached Albany in an irregular man- 
ner, which isa matter for the State authorities to 
look after. There are various rumors about the 
nature of the charges, but nothing positive is known 
about them. From all that can be learned, how- 
ever, those who preferred them were actuated by a 
spirit of spite and revenge, and not by that high 
regard for justice, fairne-s, and desire for the bouor 
and improvement of the military service, which 
should be the first consideration of an officer. If 
not, why was a period of three years allowed to elapse 
before bringing some of the allegations to light, and 
why, all at onee, this unseemiv haste in sending a 
copy to Albany in an unmilitary mauner, ignoring 
the prescribed channel of correspondence? The 
rumor about charges against Brig.-Gen. James Mc- 
Leer in connection with this matter is absurd, That 
officer has displayed the utmost discretion and fair- 


ness toward all parties concerned. If any blame could 
be attached to him it might be for being too concilia- 
ting to the transgressors. Neither the charges against 
Major Ackerman nor agaiust Col. Fackner will be 
brought to trial. On the other hand the State au- 
thorities, whe seem to bave at last found out that 
there was something rotten in the 13th, have deter- 
mined to appeiut a Court of Inquiry to look into 
the whole matter. The Court will be detailed from 
the Ist Brigade, and Col. Emmons Clark, of the 7th, 
will be its president. The remainder of the detail, 
as we write, is not known. The Court will not lack 
material for iuvestigation, and the proceedings 
promise to be of the most tedious kind. 

The Brooklyn Union, the only supporter of the 
13th mutiny among the press, says: ** A court of in- 
aoe has been favored by the alleged ‘ kickers’ of 
the 13th all along, they believing an investigation 
would show they had good reasons for their opposi- 
tion to the present commandant. The members of 
the regiment state they will besatisfied with a court 
selected outside of the 2d Brigade, with this excep- 
tion, that no officer from Col. Fackuer's old regi- 
ment, the 12th, be named.” 

This shows that the “members of the regiment” 
decidedly belong to the class that never learn nor 
forget anything. The present trouble started by au 
attempt on their part to dietate to their officers in 
matters which did not concern the rank and file. 
They now presume to dictate to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral. Considerimg, however, the milk and water 
manner in which they have been dealt with their 
presumption is not surprising. We hope that those 
who are responsible will soon find out how mis- 
placed was their leniency and that the time for tem- 
porizivg bas passed. 


GENERAL R. H. JACKSON’S REPORT OF THE 
NEW YORK CAMP. 


THE report of Gen. R. H. Jackson, U. 8S. Army, on 
the New York Camp has been published by the War 
Department. It contains some valuable suggestions 
and remarks, which, coming from one who has 
risen to the position of Major-General of Volunteers 
and Bvt. Brig.-General of the Army from the ranks,¢ 
are of particular importance. 

With regard to uniforms the General says: ‘ 


Tt seems a pity that blouses are not supplied by the State. 
Most of the organizations, however, are furnished with them 
at their own expense, and some of the regiments and separ- 
ate companies have white helmets and treusers. If the 
blouse were made an article of issue and each man supplied 
with one, the uniform would be weil enough adapted for 
field service. A heavy, double-breasted uniform coat is not 
a comfortable garment to wear at drill when the mercury 
stands at 85 or 90 degrees in the shade. 

The arms are the Kemington rifle, calibre .50, with ordinary 
bayonet, The Frazier patent cartridge box, carried on 4 
black leather waist belt, with a capacity for 20 rounds of 
ammunition, isin use. Nearly all the officers with whom I 
conversed on the subject preferred this rifle and accoutre- 
ments to the Springfield, calibre 45, and the McKeever car- 
tridge box. The knapsack was of the old glazed pattern, 
with a wcodep trame iuside to keep itin shape. It looks well, 
but would be utterly useless in a campaign. I[t always 
was an instrument of torture. The canteens and haversac 
were very wood. The arms, accoutrements, and equipments 
were always kept in a clean and secviceabie condition. 

The troops were rationed by contract. Three times a day, 
as the drums beat the breakfast, dinner and supper calls, the 
whole command marched to the immense mcss hall and were 
certain to find the most substantial mealr carefully prepared 
for them. The cleanliness of the kitchen, mess hall, mess 
furniture and surroundings reflected great credit upon the 
contractors and the commissary officers. I now think that 
this system of feeding troops in camps of instructipn is the 
best | know of, as the companies have nothing but their 
drills, recitations, etc., to think of, and there is only one 
kitchen and mess tent in camp, instead of 10 or 15 under the 
old system. The food is also better ard better pru’ . 

Gen, Varian, Chief of Ordnance, and his assistant, Col. 
Brownell, bad charge of the Quartermaster’s and Subsist- 
ence Departmests. The system was a complete and thor- 
ough one, The whole machinery of traceportution worked 
smoothly and pleasantly. 

Surgeon-Geueral Joseph D. Bryant, who made weekly 
visits of a day or two te camp, bad charge of the medical 
department. It was very thoroughly Organized. The regi- 
mental] and other surgeops and assistant surgeons were ex- 
ceedingly careiul and painstaking in the discharge of their 





uties. 

The drills, dress parades, and guard mountings were had 
at the hours prescribed in orders. When two regiments were 
present there was a dress pone just before guard mount- 
ing as wei! as at retreat. The dress parade and guard mount- 
ings were from first to last very creditably exccuted, some 
regiments and provisional battalions being a little better 
than others. The dvills were in the school of the company 
and battalion, with some practice in skirmishing. I do not 
think that suificient time was given to that most important 

part of the tactics entitled “instructions for skirmishers.” 

he marching in “columns of fours,” company fronts, etc., 
can all be taught in the armories, but the practical part of the 
skirmish drill can only be learned in the camp. The breech- 
loader has given such an “impetus to the employment of 
skirmishers” that a neglect to teach the subject practically 
to officers and men, by battalion as well as by company, 
should not be tolerated. The drills were as a rule admirubly 
conducted. There were some crudities, which were always 
quickly noticed and corrected by the commanding officer 
and his assistants. The eflicers and men were enthusiastic 
and teachable. lt seemed to me, however, that a good many 
ot the company officers were rs and wanting in their 
knowledge of their duties, and that they required drillingand 
setting up. I think that probably a good cea! of instruction 
might be imparted to the officers and sergeants at their ar- 
mories. Sume well-instructed officers might be detailed to 
drill and instruct them, and require them to recite in tactics, 
ete. The instruction should be theoretical as well as practi- 
cal, as this camp has very fully demonstrated the great value 
and need of theoretical instruction. 

Capt. Horatio P. Stacpole, who supervised the company 
drilis, is an excellent tactical officer. Nothing escaped the 
vigilant eye of Capt. Stacpole. I observed that some of the 
adjutants at dress parade, when taking their places after 
dressing the ranks and commanding * Front,” did not march 
“toa point midway between the line of tield officers and the 
commanding officer”; that the officers on approaching 
the commanding officer at the conclusiou of the ceremony 
were not always haited by the adjutant “at six yards from 
the commanding oflicer,” and that the ceremony was not 
always concluded when the officers saluted and the com- 
manding otficer had acknowledged the salute and given his 
instructions. ln quite a number of the orgunizations tbe offi- 
cers in line, with the commanding ofticer, who had faced 
about in front of them, marched fl or seventy-five yards 
farther to the front, when they halted; they then separated, 
one-half of them moving in semicircular fasbion to the 
right, the other half to the left of the commandiag officer, 
until they met ugain in front of bim, en they all faced 
towara the battalion, the commanding cer with bis back 
to the line of officers. who remained standing at attention. 
The Ist sergeants, who had meanwhile been observing these 
manceuvres by the officers, then brought their companies to 
acarry, closed the ranks and moved them off by echelon 
from the centre to the front, and after marching them about 
one hundred yards away trom “their parade grounds,” 
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the officers, in two ranks and marching by the flank, fol- 
lowed the music to the camp ground, where they were dis- 
missed. Now, this waiting by the men at attention, and all 
the extra marching, semicircular wheeling, etc., by the col- 
onel and his officers, seemed very pretty to the multitude, 
but to the military on-looker it appeargd a little ridiculous. 
It marred the beautiful ceremony, and was fatiguing to the 
men, besides being a departure from the instructions ior 
dress parade laid down so clearly on page 351, Infantry 
Tactics (Upton’s.) 

Under the head discipline very little bas to be said, as the 
discipline was indeed admirable. The men were obedient and 
respectful, The quiet that prevailed in camp, particularly 
between taps and reveille, was remarkable. Military cour- 
tesy, as a rule, was strictly observed. The police of the cam 
and its surroundings was carefully attended to; im fact, 
thiuk it was the cleanest camp I have ever seen. 

uard duty in the camp was very creditably performed, 
particularly so by the 69th Regiment and separate com- 
came. Guard duty, however, cannot be taught in a single 
our, and this was about as much as each officer and en- 

isted man to do with it while in camp. Lieut. N. B. 
Thurston, 22d ment, who is a most competent and pains- 
taking o' r, delivered lectures to the guard details the day 
before they were required to march on guard. These lec- 
tures covered the duties of officers, sergeants, corporals and 
sentinels; they were graphic and instructive. He also made 
frequent observations of the guards and sentinels, and 
eaused al) inattention and irregularities to be corrected. 

The facilities for placing the National Guard of the State 
in a condition for active service are very good, if Iam to 
take this camp asan example. The staff departments bave 
competent officers at their , and indeed the officers gen- 
erally, of the line as well as of the staff, bave a good knowl- 
as - of their duties, and are zealous ia performing them. 

arule,[ do not like to select particular organizations 
for special remark, but I cannot refrain from saying a word 
or two about the 6dth ent and some of the separate 
companies. The splendid military appearance of the 69th 
would have attracted the notice of any professio ob- 
server. The men were wart and manly, soldierly and 
teachable. The stature of the rank and file, few of whom I 
think were under five feet eight inches, was so even that the 
companies required very little sizing; this was a subject of 
remark during their week in camp. The 234 Separate Com - 
pany. froia Hoosac Falis, was a superb body of men, well 
tilled and disciplined ; they are a credit to the Nationai 
Guard of the State. 

The 8th Separate Co., from Rochester, presented a fine 
military appearance ; it was well instructed in drill, cu- 
larly so1n marching. The 26th Separate Co., from mira, 
was the largest one in camp, —yy | 8 officers and 98 men 
present; it wasn pleasure to look at it. But, indeed, all the 
separate companies were in good military shape, and the 

rovisional battalions formed from them were vy 
progress in dri!l during their re- 

tive tours of duty. The officers selected to command 
these battalions were of a high order. 
22d Regiment, and Lieut.-Col. Dowd, 12th 
their battalions to a bigh state of efficiency ; 
battalion commanders were indefatigable in their exertions 
to improve their commands. I think l ought to state here 
that the improvement made by all the regiments and separ- 
ate companies during their short time in camp was very 
apparent and most tifying, and I have no doubt that 
they all returned to their homes with every officer and man 
paywesty. as well as professionally, better than when they 
eft them. 

The Governor of the State made one visit to the camp, 
The 8th and 74th ments were present, and were reviewed 
by him. Colonel Scott, 8th Regiment, commanded the troops, 
and conducted the ceremony in a strictly military manner, 
All of the ceremonies incident to this visit were well per- 


‘ormud, 

General Orders No. 14, issued by direction of the Governor 
of the State, constituting the camp a military post and plac- 
ing a competent officer in command, was, in my opinion, a 
step in the right direction ; it assured uniformity in discipline 
and instruction. Major-Gen. Josiah Porter, the Adjt.-Gen. 
of the State, an officer of long service and large experience, 
was placed in command. The selection was in every re- 
spect an admirable one, as General Porter has a thorvugh 
knowledge of his duties and responsibilities as a post com- 
mander, and isa determined, dignified, and courteous offi- 
cer. He was constantly in camp attending to the duties of 
his position, and made his presenee felt everywhere tor the 
good of the command. 

Col. Fred. Phisterer, an officer of long and distinguished 
service in the Army, was Post Adjutant. He made daily in- 
spections of the camp and its surroundings, when every 
street, tent, cot, blanket, ete., underwent a most rigid scru- 
tiny. I accompanied him on several of these inspections 
and was much cppremes by them. Nothing escaped his 
notice, from a half-burned match in the company street, to 
a dirty candlestick ina tent. Blankets and bedding had to 
be carefully folded after having been aired. The tent-floors 
had to be raised daily so as to admit the sun and air below 
them. Asa place was provided for everything, he insisted 
that everyth soeee be in its place. I bave no doubt that 
a good mony of the men looked upon all this as trivial, but 
Cclonel Phisterer was always careful to explain that in 
small matters as well as in large the soldier should bea 
model of neatness, and that if he were permitted to neglect 
asmall amount of duty to-day he would in all likelihood 
neglect more to-morrow. 

‘In conclusion, I desire to thank General Porter and the 
officers of his staff for the courtesy and kindness extended 
to me during my official visit to the camp at Peekskill.

Lam not an “expert,” al- 
though 1 can make a fair score, and I have taken 
rifles from men at Creedmoor and fired several shots 
without “getting on,’ and | remember one case 
where a Regular Army team man uudertook to 
sbow me how to sight a gun at 500 yards. He got 
down on his back ard fired several shots without 
hitting the target, and then concluded that I might 
know how, but that gun was “no good.”’ About a 
week since I loaned a man my gun to shoot with in 
thearniory. He made a good score the first time, 
and previous to tbat be had failed twice with bis 
own. I have tried lots of guns that would not bit 
the bull’s-eye unless oor were aimed ata corner of 
the target, and this was in the armory, where there 
was no wind. If the state will give us better guns 
we will do better shooting.

ILLINOIS LABOR TROUBLES.

M. Mon- 
day. Gen. Vance read the message and handed it to Col. 
Knox. Messengers were at once started to notity the men, 
while accoutrements, ammunition, etc., at the armory were 

repared for service. Ali the captains but ove were notified. 
This captain did not kuow of the call until just as he was 
leaving atrain at the depoton Monday morning. Hasten- 
ing to the armory, he found all but three of his command 
were there, ready tor duty. Expecting the ment would 
be held st the armory during the day, the officers were.a 
little surprised at 9.30 A. M. to receive orders to proceed to 
the depot of the Lake Shore R. R. to take a train at 10 A. M. 
Ammunition, haversacks, and canteens were immediately 
issued, and the regiment, nearly 400 strong, proceeded to the 
depot, which was reached at 10.10 A.M. Atter waiting some 
time for tne 2d Regiment, the Ist was ordered to proceed to 
the stock yards alone, and it was soon q in ** Fer- 
guson Barracks,” as the boys have named the packing house 

n which they are living. Guards were posted, and com- 
panies thrown out in different directions, so that a cordon of 
vicettes is established all around the “yards.” The strikers 
respect the power of the State, as represented in the militia, 
and there have been comparatively few collisions. In the 
few that have occurred, if the bayonet was apparently not 
feared, the command “ Detachment, with Boil Cartridge 
Loud !” has sufficed to send the crowd flying in all directions. 

The general plan of operations has been to despatch three 
companies of each regiment, at 54. M., to the different en- 
trances to the yards. Guards are placed, and scouts thrown 
out, to cover all the approaches. 

About 9 A. M., as soon as the men in the barracks have had 
their breaktast, the early companies are relieved by others, 

After dinner comes another relief. About 4 0’clock near! 
the whole command is thrown out for patrol service, throug 
tbe portions of the town near the yards, and all are withdrawn 
about 7 P. M.; leaving to the deputy sheriffs the guarding 
of the yards after the men have gone home. In this way 
are those whe desire to work Fe woe me in their rights.

Tue French Minister of Marine and the Colomes 
has declined to modify his naval plans, declaring 
that without the additional credits asked for 
($6,600 000) he would be unable to guarantee the se- 
curity of the country. 


An Austrian electrician named Marcus is supply- 
ing the German Navy with a newly-invented petro- 
leum engine for torpedo-boats. The engine is set in 
motion by electro-magnetism, and is more powerful 
than a steam engine of the same size. It is not liable 
to explosion. 


ACCORDING to the Avenir Militaire (Paris) the law 
for reorganizing the Turkish Army has received the 
approval of the Sultan. The lottery is abolished, 
aud military service is made obligatory fer all Ma- 
hommedans from tbe twentieth to the for.ieth year. 
An exception is made, however, in the case of Con- 
stantinople. 

A LITTLE volume, the first of aseries just pub- 
lished at Strasburg by Colonel von Kiettschau, of 
the Prussian Staff, bearing the title of * La Pro- 
ehaine Guerre avec la France,’ has, it seems, ex- 
cited much attention in military cireles. In notic- 
ing it, the Temps protests against a war of revanche, 
assuring Colonel Kiettschau that his title, which im- 
plies war at an early date. is founded on an utter 
misconception of French feeling. 


ANOTHER rival to the Whitehead appears to have 
come into existence. At Rochefort recently it is re- 
ported that a torpedo called the * obus-torpille 
Coudray”’ has been experimented with most success- 
,fullv. Whether this be correct or not, the French are 
increasing in every way their torpedo corps, both for 
submarine-mine defence and mobile warfare. Large 
stores of these machines are being accumulated at 
the different naval ports, and means are being de- 
vised for using them in hired merchant ships. It is 
also stated in the French service papers that several 
of their obsolete ironclads are to be converied into 
torpedo-depot ships of the Hecla class without de- 
lay.—Army and Navy Gazette. 

GEN. MUNIER is to succeed Gen. Jamont in com- 
mand of the French forces in Tonquin, as Gen. 
Jamont succeeded Gen. Warnet, whosucceeded Gen. 
de Courcy, who succeeded Gen. Briére de Lisle, who 
succeeded Gen. Millot, who succeeded Admiral 
Courbet; in case Gen. Munier, like his predecessors, 
finds it impossible to get on with the civil authori- 
ties, he is to be succeeded by Col. Callet, who now 
commands the Zouaves. First of all the expedi- 
tionury force was commanded by a naval officer, 
then by an officer of infantry, then by an officer of 
marines, then by the commander of an army corps, 
then by two generals of division in succession, nuw 
by a brigadier, and possibly in ashort time by a 
colonel of Zouaves. 

At Chavignon, between Laon and Soissons, there 
have been recent trials of a new mortar firing a pro-. 
jectile that is credited with diabolical destructive- 
ness and the power to work wonders in the demoli- 
tion of fortifications. The mortar, which is of an 
entirely novel pattern, takes a shell that has been 
described as one metre in length, 22 ceutimetres in 
circumference, aud weighing 110 kilogrammes (220 
lbs.) There seems to be a discrepancy bere, how- 
ever, as for this weight the shell must needs be 22 
centimetres (8.6inches) in diameter instead of cir- 
cumference. Not only is the mortar of recent con- 
struction, but its projectile is exploded by the action 
of acbemical composition only lately discovered. 
Ioatended for high-angle or plunging fire, the shell 
is terminated by an elongated aud very strong steel 
point, which penetrates the masonry of fortifica- 
tions or the roof of acovered way just as a wedge 
is driven into a beam. Then the shell bursts with 
terrific force. Several of these missiles were fired 
on the fort of Malmaison from a point 3,250 yards 
distant, and the destructive effects produced are 
said to have been very remarkable. Plates of steel 
nearly eight inches thick were pierced, and the most

At the battle of 
the River Raisin, ‘ Madison was taken priate by the 
British and carried to Quebec, where he remained in confine - 
ment two years. Oa his return to Kentucky he was re- 
ceived with every demonstration of grateful regard, and was 
elected Governor of the State of Kentucky, but before he 
was inaugurated he d‘ed from the effect of his exposure dur- 
ing the war, and the hardships of his subsequent imprison- 





ment. 
His daughter, Mira Madison, was married in the year 1822 

to Mr. Andrew J. Alexander, of Sherwood, Woodtord Co., 

Ky. The sudden desth of her husband in 1833 left her with 


to | the sole care of her five young children and her estate, and 


this calamity was soon followed by the toss of her sight. 
The devotion of her children and kindred and her deep re- 
ligious faith sustained her in this dark hour, and enabled 
her to rise above her misfortunes and to discharge with won- 
derful ability her duties asa mother and the mistress of a 
large establishment. Mrs. Alexander, like many Southern- 
ers, was strongly op to slavery,and though she had in- 
herited a large number of sla and received from them 
a faithful and devoted service, which was invaluable to her, 
from time to time, as they were prepared to care for them- 
selves, she » pave them their freedom, and they were all 
emancipated several years before gur late war. 

When she removed from Kentucky to St. Louis in 1850 some 
forty of them followed her there, where they might still ex- 
perience the benefit of her kind interest in them. 

After the marriage of her children, for mauy years Mrs. 
Alexander made her home with her daughter and her son- 
in-law. Gen. Frank P. Blair, but the peaceful life now before 
her was suddenly disturbed by the breaking out of the War 
of the Rebellion. 

To save Missouri to the Union, Gen. Blair stemmed the 
tide of secession, and party feeling ran so high that,fora 
time, his family were compélled to remove to the arsenal 
for protection. In the e ure of her sons, Gen. A. J. 
Alexander and Gen. Blair,throughout the whole of our civil 
war, Mrs. Alexander felt anew the anxieties of her earlier 

ears, and lived over again, on the return of peace, the 
py days which followed the sad experiences of her 
outh, 


The evening of her life was brightened by the love and 
devotiou of her children and grandchildren, who ministered 
in every way in their power to tho culture of her elegant 
tastes and her gifted mind, keeping her informed of passing 
evebts of public interest and of the current literature of the 
day. Her mind was stored with a knowledge of history, 
biography, and belies-lettres, and s° accurate was her infor- 
mation, and so delightful her manner of imparting it, that, 
though the light of the sun never each her darkened 
vision, she brought sunshine to every circle whichshe blessed
